This Week’s Temperature. 


The noon temperature of the week is 
compared below with that of last week 
and the same day of rhe month for three 
years. 


Now the City Council will take a 
land in the great question of the day,— 
the metering of water. A large appro- 
priation for meters is proposed but 
without avy particular plan of installing 
the same. 


The figures go to show that the coal 
miners have been getting high wages as 
compared with former years and the 
operators have beer making larger per- 
centages of profit thao ever before. 
Nevertheless the strike has been de- 
clared and it is the consumer who 
must pay the bills while the miner and 
operator divide the profits. 


Through the efforts of the Council- 
men from Wards Five and Six, the city 
will undertake this year the collection 
of ashes throughout the city. Not every 
week, perbaps not every month, but 
they will make a start. With scarcely 
an exception all the suburban cities of 
Boston do this work, and new residents 
caunot understand why Quincy has not. 
It will not only be a convenience, but 
there will be fewer unsightly back yards 
and littered fields. 


(The annual appropriation order of 
the city for 190 has passed practically 
as reported by the Finance Committee. 
As stated by the chairman of the com- 
mittee it is only $540 under the $12 
limit allowed by law, including re- 
ceipts io sight. Most of the depart- 
ments wanted more, but they realized 
that it was impossible as it is with the 
individual to gratify desires, 
Several increases have been allowed and 
there should be a forward movement 
all along the line.

The indications are that an effort 
will be made to secure an appropriation 
for the new school house at Atlantic in 
advance of a new Coddington, Anyone 
at all familiar with the two buildings 
must admit that the greater need is at 
the Coddington. On the ground of 
health alone there should be a new Cod- 
dington, as the present building is over 
balf a century old, is heated by stoves, 
has no ventilation system, and is using 
a basement school room which was con- 
demnued a generation ago. 


There is every reason to believe that 
those who have looked for canal legis- 
lation at this session of Congress are to 
be disappointed. The opinion grows 
that the interminable making of testi- 
mony is only a part of a consistent 
policy of delay and obstruction. The 
Senate is now popularly known as 
‘*The House cf detention’? and it is 
likely to justify its name in Canal 
matter. ‘There has really been no pro- 
gress in Canal affairs since the vacilla- 
tious between Panama aud Nicaragua 
were settled for all time by Mark 
Hanna and the grave discussions be- 
tween the lock and sea level types are 
really a sort of dead lock with the Sen- 
ate as much at sea as everas tu which 
is to be chosen, In the meantime sen- 
timent is growing in favor of individual 
responsibility as opposed to responsi- 
bility vested in commissions and even 
yet stronger approval of doing the work 
of construction by contract. 


Police Ordinance. 


One of the important matters before 
the City Council this week, of which 
little more than a passing notice was 
taken, was the order introduced by 
Councilman Stone to accept certain sec- 
tions of Chapter 108 of the Revised 
Laws. ‘ 

This act relates to the establishing 
a reserve police force. It provides that 
a city baving a regular force, not ex- 
ceeding fifteen, shall have a reserve 
force of not more than five. One mem- 
ber may be added to the reserve force 
for every additional three permanent 
men over fifteen, 

Appointments to the reserve force 
are made from the civil service lists 
and they may be assigned to duty at 
any time they deem necessary. 

If the law is accepted it will be neces- 
sary to change the Police ordinance 
somewhat. 

There will probably be no expense to 
the city by the establisment of such a 
force, as the men would only draw pay 
when on duty. It would give the Chief 
of Police ao efficient force to select men 
from, as it would practically do away 
with what is now known as special 
police.

people would not have full swing. 

This forenoon’s debate over the Sun- 
day observance bill was as vigorous as 
that on the previous stage whereby the 
bill was substituted for the adverse re- 
port of the committee. Mr. Bennett of 
Boston, speaking especially as the 
representative of the Back Bay and 
Sunday golf, opposed the bill as the 
embodiment of offensive blue laws 
which ought to have no standing in this 
century, Mr, Mellen of Worcester re- 
newed his staunch support of the New 
England Sabbath, while it was left for 
Mr. McEttrick of Boston, as a lone 
bachelor in lodgings, lonesome Sunday 
afternoons and in want of entertain- 
ment, to lay down the doctrine that 
what was good for week days was good 
for Sunday end that base ball, horse 
races, golf and the like were all right 
for Sunday. The House was very close 
on the roll call on passing the bill to be 
engrossed, for there were #4 yeas to 88 
nays and 13 pairs, thus showing that 
about all the members were recorded. 
The Senate’s claim to virtue will be 
well tested. 

The proposed state board of registra- 
tion for osteopaths was defeated in the 
House, partly because the osteopaths 
themselves were not united. Som3 of 
their strong members are satistied with 
the present state board of registration 
in medicine and do not believe in a 
separate board for one of the smallest 
medical bodies when the largest ones 
unite with only one board. 

After 21 years of trial with no 
material amendment, the Beston board 
of police seems destined to undergo a 
radical change. The House has passed 
the bill to separate the board into two 
parts, to have a single-head police com- 
mission and a_ three-headed license 
commission, ‘The governor has been 
behind the movement and the Huuse re- 
publicans have been united in his sup- 
port. All that the Boston democrats 
could do amounted to nothing and yes- 
terday they admitted the futility of 
their oppositioa and made almost no 
objection to the passage of the bill to 
engrossment, Senator Cummings of 
Norfolk, chairman of the committee on 
metropolitan affairs which reported 
the bill, dissents and will speak against 
the bill. But it does not appear that he 
will produce any marked change in the 
republican support of the bill. It 
is an admiaistration measure and as 
such has the support of the party. 

Representative Joseph Walker of 
Brookline did what he could to secure 
a state board of registration for nurses. 
The committee on public health report- 
ed against his petition, and he moved 
to substitute a bill. But the House 
felt thatthe plan would tend to create 
a favored class, to establish a monopoly, 
to cut off neighborhood nursing and not 
to benefit the public. So they gavea 
large majority against the proposition. 

Larger powers have been given to the 
superintendent of the work for the sup- 
pression of the gypsy and brown tuil 
moths, and now the question is whether 
there will be a larger appropriation. 
Superintendent Kirkland tells the legis- 
lature that the infested territory is six 
times as large as was supposed when 
the appropriation of last year was 
made, It is for the legislature to say 
what will be done in view of the dan- 
ger. The authorities have seen the 
danger of urging the legislature to do 
anything. All they can do now is to 
show the danger and let the legislature 
take the responsibility. 

The House is against changing the cap- 
ital punishment law. The vote did not 
come directly on the merits of the ques- 
tion, but a vote to submit the question 
to the people resulted in 68 yeas to 132 
nays. 

The Senate has given one vote, 
out debate, in favor of the House Dill 
to change the abutter’s objection law so 
as to prevent blackmail. The bili bas 
been so guarded that the temperance 
people believe that it is safe for the 
property-owners now. 

The state board of trade is supporting 
a bill to prevent the watering of stocks 
by either bond or stock issues, or by 
the payment of excessive prices by one 
corporation when it buys up auother. 
It is said that the gas companies in Bos- 
ton suburbs are being bought up at 
prices which show that the real purpose 
is to enable the buyers to conceal enor- 
mous dividends. ‘

Metered Water. 


F. D. Fellows, whose former resi- 
dence was in Worcester, showed our 
representative a water bill he had just 
received for a metered water service in 
a fully plumbed house he owns there. 

He has a faucet at the kitchen sink, 
all the usual bath-room fixtures and a 
sill-cock for hose, everything except 
set tubs. There are three in the family 
and they have all the water they want, 
yet the bill for six months was only $2

It was a good thing to collect 
ashes but it was not a good policy to 
take on a new scheme when we are so 
close to the limit. 

Councilman Hull opposed. Out of 
twenty cities Quincy and Pittsfield were 
the only ones that did not collect ashes. 
It is not expected to cover the entire 
city the entire year for that amount, 
Of this amount $500 would be taken for 
a team and the balance to clear the city 
in May. Then but little would be done 
until October. 

Councilman Stone—This is a luxury. 
We have less leeway for current ex- 
penses than ever before. 

In reply to a question by Councilman 
McGilvray, Chairman Teasdale said the 
Board of Health could give satisfactory 
results with the amount for the balance 
of the year. 

The motion of Councilman Stone was 
defeated. 

Councilman Nichols thought the 
amount of $5,000 for gypsy moth could 
be cut. There was a balance Jan. 1 
of $2,200 or $2,400 of last year’s appro- 


priation. The item could be cut $500 
or $1,000. He moved to make the 
amount $4,000. & 


Councilman Chase further moved to 
make the amount $3,000. Under the 
law the Superintendent can not compel 
the city to expend more than $5,000 in 
any one year. Add the balance of last 
year to the $3,000 and we have the 
amount of $5,000. 

Councilman Moir opposed. The su- 
perintendent bas ordered $8,000 to be 
appropriated this year. If we appro- 
priate $5,000 we are not likely to be 
brought before the Governor and Coun- 
cil. 

In reply to questions by Councilman 
Gilson the Commissioner said every 
highway ia the city bad now been taken 
care of, and thatacorps of ten State 
inspectors would be out here this week 
to make an inspection. 

Councilman Stone favored the cut. 

Councilman Polk—The amount of 
$5,000 was the estimate of the Mayor. 
He did not see how 88,000 could be ap- 
propriated. The new law might com- 
pel the city to expand $15,000 this year. 

Councilman Donovan favored the 
amendment. If we can cut to $5,000 
there was no reason why we cannot cut 
to $3,000. 

Mayor Thompson said that last year 
the superintendent required the city to 
appropriate $3,000. He was sorry to 
have to include the sum of $5,000 this 
year. Itisacurrent expense. There 
was no other place for it. 

They have demanded that Quincy 
take action to prevent the spread of the 
pest. The superintendent said it would 
require an appropriation of $8,000. He 
wrote him that he did not see how it 
was possible to appropriate a greater 
sum than $5,000. That may be satis- 
factory until the inspectors have looked 
over the ground. 

Councilman Hull was io favor of 
ing what was necessary.

Yacht Races. 


Members of the local yacht club are 
assured of some good sport the coming 
season.

Can Be Built Here 


Should the government decide to 
build the mammoth battleship larger 
than the Dreadnought of the British 
navy, as contemplated, the Fore River 
Ship Building Co. would undoubtedly 
be in the field for the contract to build 
it. 

There has been some question in the 
minds of some if the channel off the 
works was deep enough to launch the 
boat and if the draw in the Quincy 
Point bridge was wide enough to per- 
mit its passage through. 

The officials of the Fore River Co., 
however, say that the channel off the 
works is plenty deep enough to launch 
such a vessel and that there is no ques- 
tion but what the opening in the draw 
of the bridge is also wide enough. The 
opening is 100 feet and as the largest 
vessel is not over 82 feet wide she could 
pass through all right. 

It was however said at the works that 
if the government decided to build the 
battleship that it would be at least late 
in the present year before plans could 
be perfected so that bids could be ad- 
vertised for and that it would probable 
be a year at least before any contract 
was awarded.

Missionary Meeting. 


A very interesting meeting was held 
in the vestry of the Washington Street 
Congregational church Sunday evening, 
ander the auspices of the auxiliary 
board of the American Home Missionary 
Society, addressed by Miss Wilkinson, 
one of the teachers of Talladega college, 
Alabama. 

There was a large atteadance and the 
interesting talk by Miss Wilkinson 
threw much new light upon the work 
the Talladega cullege is doing among 
the Negroes of the south. 

Mrs. Harriett Holman, presideut of 
the auxiliary, presided, and after a 
service of song by children of the Sun- 
day school and prayer by the pastor, 
Mrs. Charles H. Sherburne, the secre- 
tary, gave a brief history of the sixteen 
years, existence of the auxiliary which 
was formed Dec. 5, 1890, with Mrs. 
Fannie Sampson as president. 

Mrs. T. B. Pollard, the treasurer of 
the auxiliary told of the money that 
had been raised during these years, and 
how it had been distributed. The grand 
total was $525. 

Miss Wilkinson was then introduced 
and spoke of the work of the college 
which she represents. She said that 
the Negro problem was being much dis- 
cussed of late, and that the problem of 
the twentieth century was in the color 
line. 

She then told of tbe early years of 
Talladega college which begao in a 
small building two years after the war. 
Now it has fine bnildings, chapel, libra- 
ry, and other buildings anda farm of 
800 acres. 

All the student learns is put to prac- 
tical use. Wherever the students go, 
new churches and school houses follow. 
She told of the homes from which the 
students came, many being two room 
cabins, and what a traosformation the 
college had made on the home life of 
the students. 


The chief work of the college was 
the training of teachers. What the 
negro needs above all else is an educa- 
ted ministry. If we are going to liit 
them we must give them more college 
graduates. The speaker told of the 
places where the graduates have gone 
and the good work they were doing. 
The college can carry students from $75 
to $80 per year. Only about one-third 
can pay their own way. 

She was trying to get scholarships in 
the north and hoped that the different 
societies connected with the church 
would see a way to take a scholarship. 
She believes that the college method of 
cbristian education for the miod and 
heart was the right one. 

After the service an opportunity was 
given to examine pictures of the college 
and soutbern life, brought by Miss 
Wilkinson.

Whether the assessment is based 
largely on valuation of the city or on 
the consumption of water makes con- 
siderable difference to Quincy as is be- 
ing found out. Our percentage of con- 
sumption is a half larger thao our per- 
centage of valuation. If our assessment 
on valuation was $30,000, it would be 
$45,000 when based on consumption, 

The basis of assessment has been 
changed since 1903, and is now two- 
thirds on consumption, and it is not 
surprising that Quincy's water assess- 
ment is larger.

Gas Plans. 


The office of the Citizens’ Gas Light 
Co. which has been located in the Faxon | 
block on Depot street, for several years, 
is to occupy new aod larger quarters in 
the Faxon block on Granite street. 
They will move to the new office as 
s00n as it is made ready. This morn- 
ing workmen from the Dorchester office 
of the Consolidated Company commenc- 
ed work laying a gas main from Granite 
street to the new office, 

The company will retain its old name 
of the Citizens’ Gas Light Co., and will 
be run as a separate plant. The local 
manager is Mr. Nichols, who when seen 
at bis office this morning, said that it 
was the intention of the company to 
commence work extending the mains at 
the earliest possible moment. He 
further ‘said that the company would 
probably petition the City Council next 
:Monday evening, for permission to lay 
mains, and that he hoped to begin work 
early in May. 

The first work will be 
with the mains on Beale street, East 
Milton, and work through Wollaston | 
and Quincy. The company expected to 
expend upwards of $100,009 the present 
year and as much more next year. 
Mr. Nichols further said that it was 
the company’s intention as far as possi- 
ble to employ citizens of Quincy in its 
work laying mains. 1] 

Horace S. Taylor has severed his 
nection with the City Engineers office at 
City Hall and has accepted a position 
with the Citizens’ Gas Light Co. as en- 
gineer. 

The fact that Quincy now has a live 
gas company will be good news indeed, 
avd there is no question but what a 
year from now the number of gas takers 
and users in this city will be nearly 
double the present number.

Boston, April 11, 1906. 


Liquor business has been before the 
Senate and House in large measure this 
week and at the time of writing the 
great covtest is still unsettled whether 
or not the sale of tiquor sball be allowed 
till midnight io cities of not less than 
45,000 people in the dining rooms of 
first class hutels to their guests. At 
tirst the opposition had it by vote of 72 
yeas to 81 nays in the question of order- 
ing toa third reading. Then recon- 
sideration was carried on Monday by a 
majority of 20 and after amendments 
had been rejected the bill itself was 
ordered to a third reading by 109 to 101 
and nine pairs, making a total of 228 on 
record, or within 12 of the total mew- 
bership of the House. As it was, there 
were members who seemed to have 
dodged on the main question, for they 
were recorded on the roll call directly 
before the final vote, and one at least 
was in his seat soon after the final roll 
call, 

In the meantime, the Boston excise 
bill, as it is called for sbort,—the bill 
to reorganize the Boston board of po- 


lice and to substitute a. three-headed | 


liquor license commission and a single- 
headed police commission,—is going 
through with certain success. Boston 
and other democrats opposed it, but the 
republicans lined up for it pretty solidly 
and of course being made a party meas- 
ure, itis going through the S2nate, as 
it has gone through the House with the 
fame sort of support. Gov. Guild is 
behind it and members have said that 
they should uot have supported it if it 
had not been for him. Senator Beck of 
Chelsea, republican, and, with Senator 
Cummings ‘of Brooklise, the only re- 
publican opposition in the Senate, took 
occasion in debate yesterday to say 
that the governor was using his influ- 
ence to pass the bill. This called down 
arap from the gavel and a reminder 
from President Dana that references to 
the governor could not be permitted io 
debate. There is republican opinion in 
good quarters that it isa political mis- 
take to make this a party measure and 
that it will cost the party from 6,000 to 
$,000 votes in November, but Gov. Guild 
does not see it in that light and there is 
no doubt but that the bill shall become 
law. 

Negro citizens and their womenkind 
were in the House gallery yesterday in 
large numbers to hear the debate on the 
appropriation of $75,000 for representa- 
tion of the state at the Jamestown cele- 
bration.

Committee advertising has fallea off 
in recent years and there is no com- 
plaint that it is not as effective as 
formerly, or that the hearings are not 
sufficiently advertised. In 1903, the 
the expense to April 1 was $10,486; in 
1904, it was $8345; in 1905 it was $60S9, 
and in 1906 it was only $5173, or only a 
little more than balf what it was four 
yearsago. It is possible to show a 
great deal of favoritism in the distri- 
bution of advertising. 

Much interest is felt in the bill to 
regulate the height of buildings outside 
of Boston, but the petition still remains 
in the hands of the committee on cities. 
Selfish real estate interests will oppose 
the bill, but considerations of the health 
of the poor people and of good looks as 
well dictate the passage of the bill. 

The House, as might have beeo ex- 
pected from its labor record, stands by 
a large majority for the peaceful pickct- 
ing bill. The most serious effort to 
amend it in a way regarded as hostile 
to its friends was by Mr. Barnes of 
Weymouth, who proposed to prevent in- 
timidation by the pickets themselves by 
pattiog on a provision for their arrest 
and imprisonment, conviction, 
This was stoutly opposed by Messrs, 
Mellen of Worcester and Ross of New 
Bedford and otber labor leaders and was 
rejected by a large majority. It is to 
be expected that the Senate will renew 
the effurt to defeat the bill, for it is 
there that the corporations are strong- 
est. 

Senator Kyle of Plymouth has put in 
a provision for a general revision of the 
Sunday laws. He believes that it is 
time for a general overhauling and says 
that there are things on the books now 
which are a discredit. Doubtless one 
of these provisions he refers to is that 
which requires the forfeiture of the life 
ofa jailer who permits the escape of a 
criminal who is condemned to death. 
He says that the laws are out of har- 
mony with the public sevtiment of the 
age. He would retain whatever is of 
value as a restraining force, in case 
there is need of it forthe preservation 
of law and order. He wants, be says, 
the trae New England Sabbath, but he 
does not want laws which violate the 
general sense of the people. This after- 
noon the Senate substituted the resolve 
for the House bill for stricter obser- 
vance of Sunday and it looks as if there 
would bea lively contest further befure 
the branches agree. 

The danger of a coal strike bashada 
very prompt effect in the House, where 
they admitted without the slighest 
debate or oppositiou a resolve asking 
Congress to suspend the present duty 
on coal as long asthe coal strike con- 


tinues. There has been a suggestion 
that the principle of the coal law be 
applied to the ice situation also. 

The contest over the proposed estab- 
lishment of a state board of registratiun 
in osteopathy was renewed in the Sen- 
ate this afternoon, after the petitioners 
had been defeated in the House. The 
result was the same and the petitioners, 
defeated, will have to wait one year 
more or go without altogether. 

Moody Boynton has met some degree 
of saccess in persuading the Senate to 
substitute for the adverse report of the 
committee on street railways a bill to 
revive his charter for a bicycle railway

The court 
was led to this decision by hearing thes 
case ofa passenger who, in alighting 
from a street car, tripped on the step 
and fell to the ground, sustaining in- 
juries which disabled ber for months, 
Her counsel set up the contention that 
the conductor was negligent in not help- 
ing her to alight.

It is not a part of the conductor’s 
duty to help passengers off the cars, 
even if some conductors do often render 
such assistance. They may do it in 
exceptional cases asa matter of cour- 
tesy, but neither they nor the company 
are under legal obligation to do so. 
The decision is common sensible, but it 
is also frequently common sensible to 
be courteous when there is no legal re- 
sponsibility.

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San Francisco Destroyed. 


The large and beautiful city of San 
Francisco, which on Tuesday last was 
the pride of the Pacific coast, has been 
nearly wiped out of existence by earth- 
quakes and fires since that date. Early 
Wednesday morning at 5.10, before 
many of its citizens were up, a heavy 
quake destroyed many of the beautiful 
blocks in the business portion of the 
city, including the city ball which cost 
$7,000,000. Other shocks followed 
throughout the day. 

Immediately after the first quake, fire 
commenced raging in different parts of 
the city, and has continued until this 
Friday noon, destroying two-thirds of 
the city; and it is now beyond the pow- 
er of man to save the pitiful remainder.

Wednesday and Thursday in blowing up 
large and handsome blocks in hopes to 
Stay the raging flames, but unsuccess-

Boys Brigade Field Day. 


Third hill at Wollaston has been con- 
sidered a Gibralter, but on Patriots day 
the Boys’ Brigades of Massachusetts 
showed that they had tke pluck aud 
perseverance of the Japanese, and by a 
systematic attack captured the height.

There should 
be relentless exposure of and attack 
upon every evil man, whether politician 
or business man, every evil practice, 
whether in politics, in basiness or io 
social life. I hail as a benefactor every 
writer or speaker, every man who, on 
the platform, or in book, magazine or 
newspaper, with merciless severity 
makes such attack, provided always 
that Le in his turn remembers that the 
attack is of use only if itis absolutely 
trutbfal,’’ 

Further on the President says: ‘‘At 
this moment we are passing through a 
period of great unrest—social, political 
and industrial unrest. It is of the ut- 
most importance for our future that 
this should prove to be pot the unrest 
of mere rebelliousness against life, of 
mere dissatisfaction with the inevitable 
in-equality of conditions but the unrest 
of a resolute and eager ambition to se- 
cure the betterment of the individual 
and the nation. So far as this move- 
ment of agitation throughout the coun- 
try takes the form of a fierce discontent 
witb evil, of a determination to punish 
the authors of evil, whether in in- 
dustry or politics, the feeling is to be 
heartily welcomed as a sign of healthy 
life, 

**If on the other hand, it turns into a 
mere crusade of appetite against appe- 
tite, of a contest between the bratal 
greed of the ‘* have-nots’ and the brutal 
greed of the ‘‘haves,’’ then it has no 
significance for good, but only for evil. 
If it seeks to establish a line of cleay- 
age, not along the line which divides 
good men from bad, but along that 
other line, running at right angles 
thereto, which divides those who are 
well off from those who are less well 
off, then it will be fraught with im- 
measurable harm to the body politic. 

**Wecan no more and no less afford 
to condone evil in the man of capital 
than evil in the mau of no capital, The 
wealthy man who exults because there 
isa failure of justice in the effort to 
bring some trust magnate to an account 
for his misdeeds is as bad as, and no 
worse than, tbe so-called labor leader 
who clamorously strives to excitea foul 
class feeling on bebalf of some other 
labor leader who is implicated in mur- 
der. One attitude is as bad as the other, 
and no worse; in each case the accused 
is entitled to exact justice ;and in neith- 
er case is there need of action by others 
which cau be construed into an expres- 
sion of sympatby for crime. *’

—When Vesuvius has finished its 
work of desolation, the inhabitants of 
the devasted districts will return again, 
as they bave done for thousands of years 
to seek from the soil a living. The 
terrible monster has deprived the intre- 
pid Italian of his home and fireside, 
times without number, and times with- 
out number has the human ant rebuilt 
its habitation and dared the volcano to 
do its worst. Greater bravery it would 
be hard to find anywhere in the world 
than at the foot of Vesuvius. 


—There is a growing and an insis- 
tant demand all over the country, in 
the face of the present circumstances, 
that coal be placed upon the free list, 
and that a trial be given free coal by 
those who heretofore bave been so fear- 
ful of allowing the American people 
this right that istheirdue. ‘‘The duty 
is more than the entire labor cost of 
breaking down a ton of coal in the bi- 
tuminous fields, so that it cannot be 
used as an argument for protecting the 
miners and laborers,’’ said H. T.

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Regarding Pure Ice. 


The reader is asked to consider the 
relationship which ice bears to civilized 
life, with a view of becoming familiar 
with facts that may be of service and 
which may shed light on this important 
subject so strangely disregarded. 

Before considering the dangers of 
the indiscriminate use of ice, and the 
sources from which these dangers arise, 
it might be well to give briefly some 
facts regarding water,—its purity or 
non-purity and pollution ; for what, 
after all, is pure water will be pure ice, 
and the ice formed from polluted water 
would be impure and dangerous. 

During the past few years, investi- 
gations have proven that low tempera- 
ture does not kill bacteria. Formerly 
no consideration was paid to the kind 
of ice used, for the reason that all ice 
was thought to be pure and absolutely 
safe, because it was presumed that any 
temperature below the freezing point 
purified. 

Diseased germs have been frozen 
down to a temperature of three hundred 
degrees below zero. This excetsively 
low temperature caused them to be- 
come inactive, but they were by bo 
means destroyed, and became again 
active and full of life upon being re- 
stored to a higher temperature. For 
this reason, the consideration of ice 
and its purity as used by civilized men 
to-day becomes an important and se- 
rious question and worthy of the care- 
ful attention and study of every house- 
holder. 

Polluted ice in many respects is more 
pernicious and farther reaching in its 
influence and ill effects than impure 
water, for those who are careful and 
cleanly and who observe the rules of 
hygiene in both their houses and about 
their persons, who keep familiar with 
the sanitary improvements and ad- 
vances made from day to day and year 
to year, and are receptive to advice 
given by those who are in a position to 
give it, are often made to suffer through 
the carelessness of others, because ice, 
as now harvested, is rarely consumed 
where it is barvested,and thus an inno- 
cent victim may be made to suffer, be- 
cause of the fithy habits of some 
thoughtless person hundreds of miles 
distant. Ice cut from rivers along 
which towns are located and into which 
much of the sewage goes, making the 
water unfit for use, poisoning it and 
carrying, as it does, typhoid fever and 
other germs with it, is frozen in the 
winter time, cut, stored, and housed, 
and shipped into market to be used in- 
discriminately. 

A great many serious diseases, which 
have always been abundan‘ly with us 
because we have not known what caused 
them, may be curtailed and their spread 
diminished by a little attention to san- 
itary laws and progress and by avoid- 
ing well-known dangers instead of har- 
boring fancies and beliefs which are 
born in ignorance or continued with 
indifference. It is indeed a wanton 
and almost criminal disregard of well- 
known truths to use the ice furnished 
from many of the storehouses located 
along the rivers, ponds, and lakes. 

Intelligent people ueed only to be 
warned and have pointed out to them 
existing dangers to apply remedies. 
There have been many important rev- 
elations within the past few years about 
the relation of good water to good 
health and bad water to bad health, 
and all of them, with very slight differ- 
ences, must be applied to ice,—water 
in its solid form. 

The purity of surface water depends 
very much upon the locality trom which 
it flows, especially on the behavior and 
energy of the people who live in the 
vicinity. Whilst the degree of purity 
depends upon this, it must not be un- 
derstood that ponds, lakes, and rivers 
furnish an absolutely pure water, as 
they contain foreign material such as 
dust and other fine particles, surface 
sewage and decayed vegetable matter, 
all of which make it unwholesome. 

No natural water is wholly free from 
some foreign ingredient, and water 
which has received sewage shows mil- 
lions of germs to every pint. 

The sanitary problems which the use 
of natural ice for domestic purposes 
presents are finding their solution in 
the employment of artificial ice made 
from distilled water. 

In the first place, manufactured ice, 
commonly called artificial ice, is frozen 
water. 

To correct any misconception regard- 
ing artificial ice, it will doubtless be of 
interest to the readers of this'‘article 
to note a few facts about the process 
of manufacture. It will be noticed 
that the word “ manufactured” ice is 
made use of. The word * arvificial ”’ 
is incorrect. The cold which freezes 
the water is artificially produced, but 
the ice is frozen just the same as any 
other ice, excepting that it is pure, 
which being always assured by distill- 
ing the water and using the neces:ary 
precautions incident thereto. 

The only chemical used in an ice 
factory is ammonia, and this does not 
come into contact with the water to be 
frozen in any shape or manner. 

There have been attempts made to 
create a prejudice against manufact- 
ured ice because ammonia is used ip 
the process of manufacture, and very 
many people believe that it is ‘ chem- 
ical ice,’ or that chemicals are actually 
used in the water. That such state- 
ments or impressions are false and er- 
roneous is plain. 

In the commen process of ice manu- 
facture, the water, which has previously 
been distilled, is placed in large metal- 
lic cans of the shape and size of the 
finished cake. Tuese cans are placed 
in a large tank, filled with brine,through 
which circulate pipes carrying ammo- 
nia. The ammonia passing through 
these coils of pipe, according to scien- 
tific principles, removes the heat units 
from the brine, and by so doing lowers 
the temp2rature to any desired degree, 
usually about ten degrees above zero, 
or, in other words, twenty-two degrees 
below freezing point. 

This is the character of ice that 
should be be used by the families in 
the home for all domestic purposes, for 
the reason that it is pure, can be relied 
upon, and cannot possibly contain any 
harmful material.

The debate 
arose over adopting the recommenda- 
tion of the Finance Committee to refer 
the order for $20,000 for water meters 
to the Joint Committee on Ordinances, 
Water Supply and Finance to draw up 
anordinance, After an hour’s spirited 
debate the recommendation was adopt- 
ed. 

Councilmen Cannon, Flaherty, Fer- 
guson, Gilson and Nichols were absent.

Tbe Committee on Streets reported an 
amendment to tbe order for street 
watering, making the item ‘‘Newport 
avenue from Warren avenue to Brook 
street’? read ‘‘Newport avenue from 
Lincoln avenue to Brook street.’’ Rules 
suspended and order passed. 

The Committee on Fire Department 
reported ought to pass on the order ac- 
cepting certain sections of Chapter 108 
of the Revised Laws relating to reserve 
police. Rules suspended and order 
passed. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
no legislation necessary on the com- 
munication from the Mayor relative to 
bills for aid rendered soldiers, as the 
matter had been taken care of in the 
appropriation order, Accepted. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
no legislation necessary on the order for 
$2,500 for collection of ashes as the 
matter had been provided for in the 
appropriation order, Accepted. 

WATER METERS. 

The Finance Committee reported 
recommending that the order ap- 
propriating $20,000 for the purchase 
and installation of water meters be re- 
ferred to the joint Committee on Ordi- 
vance and Water Supply and Finance to 
draw upan ordinance. 

Councilman Stone was called 
chair. 

President Piper, taking the floor, 
opposed the adoption of tke recommen- 
dation. Every one realizes the im- 
portance of this matter. It was very 
essential to get at it as soon as possible. 
It will be several weeks before the com- 
mittee could report an ordinance. It 
was outside the jurisdiction of the 
Cooncil to instruct the Commissioner 
how to install meters. 

Our superintendent is one of the best 
in the state. He thoroughly under- 
stands the matter, and it should be left 
to him where he sball put meters. 

Councilman Polk—We should have an 
order which the department could work 
under instead of going atit ina hap- 
hazard way. No details were furnisbed 
the committee. It was the Committee's 
opinion to refer to joint committe that 
an ordinance could be drawn up under 
which the Commissioner could act. 

Councilman Hull—The Commissioner 
seems to think it advisable to have 
some ordinance where meters should be 
placed, 

Councilman Crane asked if the Fi- 
nance Committee did not amend the 
order to $17,000. 

Councilman Polk replied no. 

Councilman Spargo—That was talked 
over. It was said that $17,000 was all 
we could appropriate under the water 
act if the order for $25,000 for exten- 
sions passed, 

Councilman Viper asked what the 
committee had in mind for an ordi- 
nance, 

Councilman Hull —That has not been 
gone into. Some are in favor of having 
all buildings with more than three 
faucets, metered. Some certain line of 
systematic work should be adopted. 

Councilman Moir —Tbhe Commission- 
er has power under the water act to go 
ahead as he sees fit. He could expend 
what money he had and then ask for 
more. 

In reply to a question by Councilman 
Hull, Councilman Polk said we have 
but $42,000 remaining of the $400,000 
authorized by Chapter 401 of 1891 for 
water extensions. One of the two or- 
ders must be cut. 

Councilman Bass asked if the act said 
anything about incurring loans for in- 
stalling meters. 

City Solicitor Thomas replied that he 
bad looked into the act and that it was 
broad enough to unable the installation 
of a meter system. 

Councilman Chase—Without any 
statement as to what system is to be 
adopted the matter should be consid- 
ered. The reference to this joint com- 
mittee will give us an opportunity to 
find out. He hoped an ordinance 
would be passed designating in detail 
how money should be expended, 


to the 


Councilman Piper—We might as well 
create an ordinance telling the commis- 
sioners how to care for public buildings. 
The Superintendent said it was his idea 
to commence at some point and meter 
every service. The losses are not on 
the full plumbed houses but on the one 
and two faucet houses. 

Councilman Moir—We must consider 
$20,000 will not meter the whole city. 
If the metering is not done as we want 
it then we can make an ordinance. 

In reply to a question by Councilman 
Hull, Commissioner Burke said he did 
not tell him he wanted an ordinance, 
but that he would be satisfied with any- 
thing tbe Council passed. 

Councilman Bass—In the first place 
the water rates have got to be over- 
hauled. The questions of rates should 
be considered at the same time. 

Councilman Hunter opposed accept- 
ance of recommendation. We should 
put this matter where we can get at it. 

Councilman Polk no one can now say 
what ordinance should be reported. 

Councilman Chase objected to having 
the Commissioner going ahead and do- 
ing as he saw fit. 

Councilman Moir—If the Finance 
Committee had been alert they would 
have kuown that every manufacturing 
plant was using meters. We cannot say 
what the rate for houses will be until 
we know what we are to do. 

Councilman Sawyer—No department 
official had a statement to make, as to 
how this money should be used. We 
should have some idea where to start in 
before we appropriate this money. 

Councilman Chase was anxious to 
see a scheme embraced as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Councilman Moir —An ordinance at 
this time would be of no assistance 
whatever. 

Mayor Thompson—All agree that me- 
ters shall be installed. He felt that not 
less than $20,000 should be expended 
this year. In about three years at this 
rate all services would be metered. If 
no steps are taken now on this matter, 
and later the other order passed, this 
order must be changed. As to the cost 
of meters, the kind the superintendent 
wants, cost about $10.50 each. 

The question is, are we to prolong 
this matter. In regard to where a be- 
ginning shall be made, it makes no 
difference. The income from services 

is not sufficient to meet changes the law 
says shall be made. In order to make 
up the deticiency we have had to carry 
part in the tax rate. We cannot change 
the charge for water until we have at 
least two-thirds of the services metered 
and some data. 

What difference does it make 
you begin if you take every service. 
We cannot reduce the receipts. We 
ought to increase them. There was no 
justification for a change until we 
know. It may be sometime after the 
order is placed for meters before we 
get them. We cannot begin any too 
soon. 

Previous to Jan. 1, all takers under 
contract were notified that after Jan. 1 
they would be charged meter rates, All 
with one or two exceptions bad been 
connected with meters early this month. 
New houses are metered upon request. 

Councilman Moir moved the previous 
questions. Voted. 

The question was then on the adop- 
tion of the recommendation of the Fi- 
nance Committee, 

The recommendation was adopted by 
a vote of 10 in favor and 7 against. J 

Councilman Moir moved reconsidera- 
tion. Lost; 8 voting in the aftirmative 
and 9 against. 

WATER EXTENSIONS. 

The Finance Committee reported an 
amendment to the order for $25,000 for 
water extentions by adding a borrowing 
clause. 

Upon motions of Councilman Polk 
the order was amended to make the 
amount $20,000. 

Rules suspended and order passed. 

A recess was taken for five minutes. 

RESERVE POLICE. 

Councilman ‘Stone offered an order 
amending the Police ordinauce so as to 
provide for a reserve police force of 
seven mep, who shall receive $2.50 per 
day when detailed for duty. To Com- 
mittee on Fire and Police and Ordi- 
nances.

A Fast Runner. 


H. F. Miller, Jr., of Wollaston a 
graduate of the Quincy High, was win- 
ner of the mile run at the annual spring 
handicap games at Harvard college 
April 13th in a spirited contest. 

The Globe says: ‘*The mile run de- 
veloped some fine sport in the last two 
laps. Minot, Hubbard, Turner, Dana 
and Miller changed their order several 
times before Turner finally hit up a kil- 
ling pace. The other two men stuck to 
him, and on the back stretch Miller 
forged ahead, to take a lead that won 
him the race. At the finish he was 
four yards abead of Turner and 11 
abead of Minot.”

Well, 
it is hard to kill some people, and I 
guess I am one of the hard ones, for 
which { am very thankful. So I will 
simply say both myself and wife are so 
far all right. I will try and give youa 
slight idea how things are here, bat 
suppose you can learn more from the 
newspapers then I can tell you, 

Wednesday morning at 5.15 we had 
the most severe earthquake California 
ever experienced. Surely I thought my 
time had come, Our house seemed to 
lay down, then staud up, then try it all 
over again; not once, but man times. 
It seemed that it would get 
settled either one way or the other. So 
all we could do was to hang on to each 
other, and stay with it. 

But finally all became quiet, and the 
house still was right side up,

At this time Saturday 7A. M,, it 
looks as if the worst was I do 
not know just bow much there is left 
of San Francisco, but this much I 
know there is very little. IL understand 
that 300,000 people are homeless, and 
bungry,—no water, or lights, or food. 
But so far I know of but little suffer- 
ing. 

My wife and her father and 
are among the most fortunate, 
were well supplied with food of all 
kinds, but we have shared the 
part of it with some families with chil- 
dren who have nothiog at all to eat. 
We all expect relief to come in a day or 
We can geta little water, enough 
to driok and make coffee witb, but that 
is all. We cannot make any fire in the 
house. All fires must be made in the 
street and all cooking done there. 

**The city is under martial law and 
everyone carries a gun of some kind, 
for times are desperate, and the people 
are like mad.

The fire is all out in this part of the 
city It was stupped at 21st street about 
four blocks from us, so we fear nothing 
more from that.

The most we 
want is bread and crackers, which are 
impossible to get. Otherwise are all 
right. 

There is much I might write you, 
but I am rather nervous and tired and 
tbe paper, will give you a better account 
then I can, so will try and send this 
as soon as possible.

San Francisco Letter. 


San Francisco, Calif., 
April 22, 1906. 

Dear Friends: 

I have just got settled down after our 
shake up and fire, so as to write you 
and let you know that we are all safe, 
so far as our lives are concerned. But 
I have lost my shop and house, Myself 
and Susie are living with Jane in the 
Mission. The fire did not reach them, 
altho we moved vut of their place as we 
thought at one time that it would go. 
We moved back as soon as the danger 
was past. But it kept us busy moving 
for three day. 

It was avery severe shock. It bap- 
pened 10 minutes past five in the morn- 
ing and the trouble was it burst the 
water mains so we could not get a drop 
of water to fight the fire with. 

A great many houses fell with the 
shock and fire started in 5 or 6 places 
at once and all they had for the first 
day was dynamite to check it, and that 
did little good. It burned nearly two 
miles back against the wind. The sec- 
ond day they were able to get a little 
water pumped from the bay, but they 
could not get mach force to it having 
to bring it too far. The wind was driv- 
ing the fire toward the bay at all the 
nearer points, so they could not get 
hose laid. It was a great sight, one I 
hope never to see again. 

They estimate that 400,000 are-out of 
homes, and it is a picture to see all the 
tents and camps of every kiad lining 
the outskirts of the city. We are all 
under martial law, and are getting all 
the food we can eat and plenty of water 
to drink, and in a few days the water 
system will be all right again. 

There are no real hardships. The 
Mayor and the militia are working ia 
full accord. They took possession of 
every store left in the ciiy and took 
everything to headquarters, and are 
sending them around free of charge. 
Nothing in the line of food is sold. It 
is all given away and also other com- 
modities. If any one is found charging 
more than the price prevailing before 
the fire the place is taken from them 
and shut up. Everythiog is quiet; no 
rioting or anything of the kind, and 
every one is trying to make it as com- 
fortable as possible for one another. 

There is a bright side to a calamity 
of this kind. Ooe must be on the 
ground to see it. There are millionaires 
and Chinese and Japanese and the poor- 
est in the city, all getting in line to 
get their loaf of bread or whatever they 
are most in need of. Nothing can show 
the common brotherhood of man better 
than a disaster of this kind. We in 
turn seem hopeful and are going to start 
to rebuild just as soon as the authorities 
give permission, ‘ 

We are having fiae weather which 
helps greatly to allay siffering. They 
are even taking our letters without 
stamps as nobody has any.

Water Meter Bill. 


Councilman Nichols of Ward 10, 
Boston, wants information upon the 
meter scheme for the enrichment of the 
meter trust, and in submitting an order 
to that effect Thursday evening he inti- 
mated that possibly a few politicians 
might be interested Ip the success of 
the measure, says the Journal. This 
is the request for information which 
he offered in the council session: 

‘Ordered. That the water commis- 
sioner, through his Lonor the mayor, 
be requested to furnish the Common 
Council with an estimate of the cost of 
installation of water meters in this city 
in accordance with the provisions of 
House bill 1236; also, whether or not 
the water takers or the general tax- 
payers, as such would be required to 
bear the expense of such installation; 
also, the probable annual expense of in- 
spection, meter readers, depreciation, 
repairs, ete., under the provisions of 
said bill.” 

According to the Journal it will cost 
nearly $100,000 to meter all the present 
services in Quincy, and over $100,000 
if the additions for tive years are in- 
cluded. 

Of the 154,997 services bringing the 
water of the Metropolitan system to the 


950,000 people it supplies, 18,004, 
scarcely 12 per cent. are already me- 
tered. In only two towns, Belmont 


aod Milton, are all the services metered. 
The following table sbows the services 
inthe various towns and cities, the 
the cost of metering the 
balance of the services:

The ‘* Meter bill’? in the Legislature 
was ordered to a third reading on 
Thursday ion the House. It is manda- 
tory on all cities and towns. 

If a State law orders meters, Quincy 
must comply, but should it not use its 
intluence against the passage of such a 
a bill? 

The only saving which can now be 
made in the Metropolitan water ex- 
pense isin the item of maintenance, 


which is less than one-sixth of the 
annua! coat. 
Secretary Davenport recently sent 


these figures to the Diily Ledger on 
Metropolitan water expenses.

maturing debt and interest.

The only saving can come in the item 
of $328,624.16 which the State expends 
annually for maintenance and for which 
Quincy is assessed about $6,000.00. 

If this whole item could be wiped 
out by introducing meters, it would 
not pay a city. 

Quincy cannot expect to save one- 
half of $6,000.00 (where all cities are on 
an equality), but it proposes to incur a 
debt of over $100,000.00, and pay $4,000 
annually for interest just to try the ex- 
periment, And may at the same time 
reduce the revenue for water $10,000 
or more anopally.

Cheaper to Move Brockton. 


The Brockton Enterprise with some 
apologies to its readers in the shoe city 
prints the following in its Boston letter 
relative to the canal: 

**For the sake of the Enterprise its 
representative here has been to the 
harbor aod land commission to see 
what impression has been produced by 
the unanimous report of the bill for 
building the ship canal. Certain state- 
ments made are well worth repeating 
for consideration in case the people of 
Brockton seriously propose the pledg- 
ing of the city credit for the beginning 
of the enterprise. 

**It will well be remembered that the 
survey made by the authority of this 
board found that it would cost some 
$57,000,000 to dig the canal. Doubtless 
itis not pertinent to quote the remark 
which was -made by the oflicial, bat 
since a newspaper has the privilege of 
saying things which are interesting, if 
not pertinent, let it be said that he re- 
marked that he believed then and be- 
lieves now that that survey was made 
for the sake of affecting somebody's 
political prospects in Brockton. 

**But other remarks were pertinent. 
One of them is that it would cost $200, - 
000,000 to build the canal at sea level. 
Another is tbat if the canal is built 
with locks there is no water to {fill the 
locks with. Still another is that, rath- 
er than build even the canal at the es- 
timated expense of $57,000,000 with 
locks, it would be cheaper to move the 
entire city of Brockton to the shores of 
Quincy bay, where it is possible to 
dredge a deep water approach clear to 
the site of the city, where there is 
plenty of low-lying land suitable for 
manufacturing, and where they would 
come ip as a part of the metropolitan 


water supply district, and of the 
metropolitan system io other re- 
spects. 


**Another still was that as long as it 
was impossible to raise even $6,000,000 
to build a canal through Cape Cod, it 
would vastly more impossible to 
raise even $10,000,000 to build the canal 
through Brockton. Doubtless there are 
plenty of other practical considerations 
to be urged, but these seem to be of 
sufficient importance to warrant pre- 
senting to the people of Brockton, and 
if they doubt or deny them, then it 
will doubtless be possible for a commit- 
tee of the city government, or a delega- 
tion of the Brockton Board of Trade tu 
get further information from competent 
sources. 

‘*One further remark of the official 
may be quoted, namely, that he always 
looked upon the Brockton canal propo- 
sition as a joke and that he does so 
today. ‘*Port’’? Hancock, he says, 
ou the committee which reported the 
bill and they wanted to please him and 
so they put it in. It is said here that 
the people of Brockton have not yet 
considered whether they would have a 
sea-level canal or not and that they have 
not studied the details of the proposi- 
tion, or of raising the money, from a 
practical point of view.”

New Representative Districts. 


The division of Norfolk county into 
Representative districts, as proposed by 
the Norfolk County Commissioners 
seers to meet with favor, and it will 
be difficult to improve upon it, all 
things considered. 

The county without Cohasset has 
37,572 legal voters, so that there should 
be about 2890 voters to a district. As 
divided, Brookline is favored, because 
it will have two representatives for 
5120 voters, only 2560 to a district. 

It is proposed to divide Quincy, into 
two districts, which can! be done very 
easily, as Wards One, Two and Three 
have 3196 voters, and Wards Four, Five 
and Six 2813 voters. 

Five of the districts, including one in 
Quincy, have an excess of voters, while 
the otber eight fall below. 

The large towns of Hyde Park and 
Weymouth have more voters than other 
districts, but they will be free from 
outside voters in electing their repre- 
sentatives.

Household Receipts. 


Cream Muffins. To make one dozen 
muffins beat one egg very light; mix it 
with four tablespoonfuls of rich sweet 
cream, a little salt, anda scant half a 
cup of milk. Sift in slowly one cup and 

;a fourth of whole-meal flour, and two 
teaspoonfuls (rounded) of a well-select- 
ed baking-powder. Bake in a very 
quick oven (about fifteen minutes 
should suffice,) putting very little bat- 
| ter into each muffin-pan. 


Escalloped Potatoes. Boil and mash 
the potatoes with a little salt, butter 
and milk. Melt two tablespoons butter 
and beat it in till light. Bake in patty- 
pans in a quick oven until brown. 
While bot, paint with butter and add a 
thick grating of cheese. The cheese 
may be omitted if preferred. 


Soft Gingerbread, One cup of mo- 
lasses, three tablespoonfuls of shorten- 
ing, one teaspoonfall of soda dissolved 
in one-half cup of boiling water, and 
salt. Stir a little thicker than for pan- 
cake batter. 


Pick-Me-Ups. One cup of sugar, 
one egg, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter, one pint of sweet milk, three 
cups of flour, two teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder, one teaspoonful of salt. 
Simple, but very good. 


Rhubarb Jam. Allow for each pound 
of cut rhubarb one pound of sugar and 
one lemon, Peel the lemon as thin as 
possible, taking care not to get any of 
the bitter portion, and put into a large 
bowl together with the lemon puip, 
eschewing the seeds. Cut the rhubard 
into half inch pieces and put into the 
bowl on top of the lemon. Cover and 
stand away in a cool place over night. 
The next day empty into a preserving 
kettle, cook slowly with frequent stir- 
ring for three-quarters of an hour, take 
from the stove, cool a little and pack in 
glasses or cheese jars. Cover with bran- 
died paper, then seal.

A reduction of one-half in tbe con- 
sumption of water in the Metropolitan 
water district would net reduce the 
assessment one-half. Ob, no! Nearly 
$2,000,000 must be assessed to pay sink- 
ing fund requirement and interest. It 
would not even reduce the maintenance 
item one-half, and that is only one-sixth 
of the assessment. One-half of one- 
sixth is one-twelfth; and one-twelfth of 
the Quincy assessment of $35,852.50 is 
less than $3,000, the possible saving if 
all the district was metered and the 
consumption reduced one-balf. 


If Quincy had no water debt it could 
reduce its water rates ove-half without 
reducing its net water receipts, as the 
maturing debt and interest required 
$65,215 in 1905 out of a total water ex- 
penditure of $120,000. 

A new loan of $20,000 this year for 
water meters will increase the water 
debt instead of reducing it. 

Mayor Thompson his inaugural 
address stated that the water debt of 
Quincy on Dec. 31, 1905, was $694,000, 
It has been in the vicinity of $700,000 
for several years, the new loans equal- 
ling the annual payments.

It seems very desirable therefore to 
get out of debt as soon as possible. 

lf a loan of $20,000 is authorized for

vices will be metered. 
No further loans for water con- 


struction could then be made without 
permission of the Legislature, although 
emergencies may arise. 

Is it desirable to go to the limit in

for municipal debt, and has nearly ex- 
hausted its borrowing capacity under 
the water acts. 

It is not copsumption that makes 
water rates high, but debt and interest. 
Thirty year loans amounting to $100,-

over $200,000 in thirty years for debt 
and interest.

‘*Asa matter of fact not a single 
pane of glass was broken, not a_ brick 
displaced, not a machine thrown out of 
adjustment, and not a person injured, 
however slightly, in Sacramento city. 
The same is true of all the smaller cit- 
ies and towns throughout the great 
Sacramento valley. There bas been no 
interruption of any kind to the business 
of any of these places, save that which 
has been occasioned by their efforts to 
aid in alleviating distress. 

“There are so many people through- 
out the United States who have friends 
or relatives in this city or in some of 
the many towns that are located in the 
valley and within fifty miles south, or 
one hundred and fifty miles north of 
this point, that we take pleasure in 
giving this information.’’

Challenge Accepted. Taxation. 


In response to invitations issued by 
the Citizens’ Association, a representa- 
tive body of citizens gathered in Colon- 
jal hall Thursday evening to listen toa 
talk on ‘‘Taxation.’’ 

The Association was fortunate in 
securing as speakers for the meeting, 
John Z. White of Chicago, one of the 
best informed men in economics, and 
C. F. Fillebrown of Newton, president 
of the Single Tax League. 

President Henry L. Kincaide presided 
and the first speaker was Mr. White. 
He held the close attention of his hear- 
ers for an hour and a half. He hada 
fund of amusing stories and; sayings 
which he used to illustrate many of 
the points be wished to impress upon 
his hearers. He was a very entertain- 
ing speaker, and while perbaps all did 
not agree with him he gave them facts 
that could not be disputed and which 
will furnish food for earnest thought. 

It took him some time to reach the 
direct question of single tax for he 
began at the bottom, and worked up to 
his subject. In opening he said that 
we advocates of single tax commonly 
agree that there was something wrong 
with the general industries of the coun- 
try, that one-fourth of the industries 
are wrongly administered in certain 
respects. We are forced to recognize 
that hign position in society cannot 
always be accepted as real leaders, If 
we are afraid to examine the facts, and 
arrive at conclusions of our own then 
our judgment is of no value. 

The product of wealth in any fourm is 
equivalent to the production of wealth 
of all forms of equal value. That is if 
aman produces 1000 bushel of wheat 
worth one dollar a bushel he can ex- 
change it for $1,000 of some other pro- 
duct. 

To live one must have something to 
eat, to wear, and have shelter. 

These are physical articles. Each is 
provided in some way from toil. If 
these are true they are the product of 
labor, who rightfully becomes the 
owner of them? Those who make 
them. If they belong to the people 
who make them, does it not mean the 
laws recognize this ownership. We 
may destroy or sell that which we pro- 
duce. 

Let us apply the test to a man with a 
thousand million of dollars. Do you 
suppose he produced these by labor? 

If # man earoed $5 a day for every 
day in the year it would take six hun- 
dred years for him to earn a million 
dollars. Do you believe a man ever 
earned a million dollars ? 

A man can get adollar in three ways, 
earn it, receive it by gift, or steal it. 
Ido not accuse the man of wealth of 
Stealing, but he could not earn it, and 
and he therefore must have received 
it by gift. We have laws whereby some 
men have levied on other peoples pro- 
ducts, 

All wealth is produced by labor. 
Every article of the world is produced 
from the earth. While all have labor, 
all do not have land. A few own the 
land of the United States. We cannot

production. Therefore the value of 
land increases. 

The law permits men to hold land 
and lay tribute upon it. When we pro- 
duce wealth we pay part of it to labor 
and the balance to the owner of land. 
Rent to owners of land, wages to those 
who produce. 

If you get revenue you will get it 
from land owners or from people who 
have divided with land owners, The 
revenue of the United States govern- 
ment is alone derived from taxes laid 
upon industries, None from land. 

The purpose of single tax men is to 
put all taxes on land, and not on in- 
dustries. So long as we tax industries 
and permit producers to divide with 
land owners, just so long will the wealth 
be in the hands of the few. 

Suppose we stop taxing improvements 
on personal property and put it on land. 

Can we elect an assessor who can go 
into a business house and assess the 
real value of the goods? 

It is impossible to equally assess per- 
sonal property. In so far as you tax this 
property you do not tax the owner but 
the consumer. The poor man and the 
consumer pays the tax on goods. Then 
put the tax on land. Now the land 
owners are getting wealth without 
working. The only way to get wealth 
is to work or own land and levy tribute 
upon others. 

If we tax land the tax will be so high 
we can not afford to hold land vacant. 
You will either use it or sell it to some 
one who will use it, and at a reduced 
price. Then you will not see laud lying 
idle. Then you will cuncentrate your 
people. You hold land or speculate in 
land and the poor suffer. Tax it and 
there will be plenty of land.

This afternoon there was reached an 
end of the midnight liquor bill, as far 
as the second bill is concerned in the 
Ifouse. Justatthe end of the fore- 
noon session of the Senate, the bill was 
passed to be engrossed, after the fail- 
ure of a motion to strike out the ref- 
erendum. This afternoon the bill was 
enacted in the House and it is nut to be 
supposed that there will be any further 
effort to defeat it in the senate. This 
isthe bill which the governor waots. 
The first bill, which was recalled from 
the governor and then put into the 
hands of the clerk, remains there and 
it is now to be seen what status it will 
It is dead by act of the 
majority of the Senate but the way the 
killing was done is without precedent. 

Senator Felker of Northampton has 
won a point io his fight for the taxa- 
tion of the property of educational in- 
stitutions. The Senate was against 
him till he amended his proposition so 
as to cut the taxation of domitories. 
Then the Senate accepted it bya roll 
call of 19 to 15. The bill has one more 
Stage in the Senate and the House has 
still to pass upon it. So there is no 
certainty yet that it will become law, 
but the chances are much improved by 
cutting out the one feature agaiost 
which there was most opposition. 
College men and women all over the 
‘state have a deep interest in the matter, 
as well as the taxpayers, and a sharp 
contest on it is to be expected. 

The House is clear gone over to the 
side of old age pensions. Mr. Ward of 
Buckland, for the ways and means com- 
mittee, did what he could to prevent 
favorable action, but the House was 
strongly the other way, so strongly that 
when the bill came up on its second 
debatable stage, it went along by unani- 
mous consent. But it is not to be pre- 
sumed that the Senate will agree to 
such a proposition. It is altogether too 
radical for such a body as our state 
Senate has been for time out of mind. 

This afternoon the corrupt practices 
act was passed to be engrossed in the 
the House after being amended so as to 
take out the charge, made by sume that 
under the bill it would be impossible for 
justices of the peace and notaries pub- 
lic to make campaign contributions. 
There is really a great deal of opposi- 
tion to the bill, but it is of a kind 
which is driven into its hole by a roll 
call, as Mr. Luce of Somerville proved 


on the first stage of the bill. But there 


will be enemies lying in wait for it in 


oie Senate and it is by po means certain 


that it will become law. 

Opposition is growing to the bill for 
a sliding scale for gas ia Boston. There 
is a feeling that a guarantee of 7 per 
cent. dividends for 10 years is al- 
together too much of a plum for the 
monopoly and there will be some sharp 
protests before the bill gets through. 
The growing distrust of the nominal 
opposition to the Boston gas consolida- 
tion on the part of the public franchise 
league will also have some effect upop 
the sitnation. It is possible, according 
to figures presented today, for gas to be 
furnished ata profit in this territory 


for 80 cents per 1000 cubic feet.

Free Kindergarten 


A kindergarten mass meeting was 
held in the Wollaston Congregational 
church last Wednesday evening to in- 
terest the public in starting a free 
kindergarten in Wollaston, which 
proved a most interesting occasion. 
There was a good audience and a great 
deal of enthusiasm for the cause was 
shown. Mrs, J. Arthur Jewell, presi- 
dent of the Child Nurture club, pre- 
sided. 

The meeting was opened by Mrs. 
Jewell with a few words introducirg 
the subject of the evening. Mr. and 
Mrs. Herbert Y. Follett sang a duet 
from Cowen’s ‘‘Rose Maiden,’’ after 
which Rev. Edward A. Chase gave the 
invocation. Mrs. Follett then sang four 
children’s songs—‘‘My Shadow’’ by 
Hadley,’’ ‘*A Necklace of Pearls'’ by 
Nevin, “Craddle Song’? by Kate Van- 
nab, and **The Sweetest Girl’’ by Edith 
Noyes Porter; which were followed by 
a report from Mrs. Walter S. Pinkham, 
secretary of the kindergarten com- 
mittee, stating what had already been 
done by that committee and others to 
raise the $1,000 necessary to run a free 
kindergarten in Wollaston one year. 

After this report, Mr. Follett sang 
two song—‘‘I know a Lovely garden”’ 
by D‘hardelot and ‘‘Come to me 
Mavourneen’”’ by Lynes. Mrs. Jewell 
introduced the speaker of the evening, 
Miss Laura Fisher, director of the 
Boston Kindergarten system, who gave 
a most instractive and delightful 
address. She said in part as follows: 

Some people think that any kind of 
education will do for little children. 
This is a great wistake; little children 
need just as much thought put into 
their education as older ones dv. The 
kindergarten helps little children in 
many ways. For instance, it develops 
their powers of observation, their 


mutual helpfulness, their versatility, 
dexterity, thoughtfulness for each 
other; it makes them more alert, more 


obedient, more sympathetic. 

In the kindergarten children are 
taught to observe the color and forms 
of things and to use their eyes, ears and 
tongues. They are also taught to use 
various materials for building, and to 
build with a purpose according to cer- 
tain principles of construction. 
too, the kindergarten through its spirit 
of co-operation develops the sympa- 
thies of the child. The child has a 
great capacity for sympathy. ‘This 
shown by his faith in everyone around 
him. 

Therefore all that is necessary is to 
turn his sympathy inthe right direc- 
tion. The kindergarten puts him into 
sympatby with nature by making him 
an intelligent observer of nature and by 
giving bim something in nature to take 
care of—flowers to tend either ia gar- 
dens or window boxes, or animals to 
feed. This responsibility laid on the 
child develops the good husbandman. 
He feels the joy of helping some one 
who is dependent on him. 

The kindergarten puts the child into 
sympathy also with human life by 
teaching him to be helpful to other 
human beings and unselfish and fair in 
his play. The little child should have 
all his work made play, for in play he 
naturally expresses himself. Many 
children playing together develop more 
freely and naturally than one child 
alone or even two or three children to- 
gether. It is noticeable that parents 
who fear that their child will be con- 
taminated by others always think that 
it is somebody’s else child who will do 
the contaminating. 

A child alone at home is like a bird 
in a gilded cage; he is fed and petted, 
but he cannot fly, he is deprived of the 
joy of freedom. The child as well as 
the bird bas a right to fly. 
garten gives him thisright by placing 
him among his equals. Among his 
equals he leads his own natural life in- 
stead of a life imposed upon him by 
older people. Among his equals he cau 
try his strength and he learns to look at 
things as they are for children are al- 
ways perfectly sincere with other 
children, 

There is furthermore a certain respon- 
sibility for his conduct thrown on the 
child, forif he is unfair in the games 
he is soon thrown out, if he is selfish 
he is not liked. Children learn much 
more readily from their equals than 
from their elders. Inthe kindergarten 
the child is taught to see kindly aspects 
of nature, and to observe what men are 
doing, as fur instance, the carpenter at 
work on a new house or the farmer 
sowing and reaping. In the kinder- 
garten also the highest moral ideals 
are held up to the child in the stories 
told, in songs, in play, in pictures and 
in conversation. 

In closing Miss Fisher said that noth- 
ing appeals to people like the needs of 
childbood, and on the other hand noth- 
ing is neglected as the needs of child- 
hood sometimes are, but a community 
can build ro finer monument for itself 
than by uplifting the future generation. 

After Miss Fisber’s address there was 
ap open discussion. [t was expected 
that Mr. Parlin would open the discus- 
sion, but as he was unavoidably detained 
from the meeting, Mrs. Jewell called 
on Dr. Record, a member of the school 
board. 

Dr. Record said that if the kinder- 
garten would do all that Miss Fisher 
said it would do, he could not see why 
there ought not te be a kindergarten io 
every ward in the city. 

Mr. Hull, a member of the City Coun- 
cil, told of his experience with his own 
boy. After putting him into a kinder- 
garten, he noticed a remarkable change 
in the boy, and he considered that he 
had never spent money to better advan- 
tage than in the kindergarten. 

Mr. Amos D. Albee said that he could 
say amen to everything that had already 
beeo said and that anything further he 
would have to say to the subscription 
box. 

Mr. Herbert H. Albee asked a ques- 
tion which the solicitors had been asked 
several times, viz: Why is it that chil- 
dren who have gone to private kinder- 
gartens have gained so little benefit? 
Will this free kindergarten be better ? 

In answer, Mrs. Jewell said that a 
private kindergarten was under only one 
individual, whereas the free kinder- 
garten would be run by a committee 
chosen by the contributurs, and would 
have the support of the whole town. 
It would also have a larger number of 
children and more money and therefore 
better facilities. The same results can- 
not be gained with a small number of 
children as with a large number,

The court holds that what the mayor 
said was pertiment to the inquiry and 
was entirely privileged. The court 
does not treat the question of falsity 
or truth in the statement of the mayor, 
and holds that for the purpose of the 
decision it is immaterial. 

This was the case where J. F. Shep- 
pard & Sons, coal dealers, brought a 
suit for $50,000 for «lleged slander 
against Charles M. Bryant, then Mayor 
of Quincy, because of statements made 
before a committee of the Legislature 
which was investigating the high prices 
of coal during the great coal strike in

Household Receipts. 


Canned Rhubarb. Wash and ‘cut into 
small pieces without peeling. Fill glass 
jars, packing closely, then cover with 
freshly drawn water. Cover closely 
and let the jars stand overnight. Io 
the morning the wate> will be found 
lowered, the fruit having absorbed some 
of it. Now fill to running over with 
more fresh water, then seal and put 
away for winter use. This is delicious 
for pies or sauce and will require less 
sugar than fresh rhubarb. 


Baked Chocolate Pudding. Break up 
half a cake of sweet chocolate, and boil 
in one quart of milk. Pour this over 
one cupful of breadcrumds. Beat two 
eggs with one cupful of light brown 
sugar, and add to the chocolate and 
breadcrumbs. Season with vanilla. 
Bake in a buttered dish, and serve with 
hard sauce. Sauce for the pudding: 
Beat toa cream one cupful of sugar 
with one-half cupful of butter; add the 
whites of two eggs beaten stiff, and 
flavor with grated nutmeg and a little 
orange juice. Set it on ice until want- 
ed, 


Fruit Punch. 


Pour one cup strong 
tea over one cup sugar. Add three- 
quarters cup orange juice, one-third 
cup lemon juice, one pint strawberry 
juice, one pint ginger ale and one pint 
Appollinaris. Strain into punch bowl 
over a large piece of ice and garnish 
with slices of orange. 


Spiced Pudding. Soak one packed 
cupful of brown crusts of bread in one 
pint of scalded milk until soft. Then 
add one-half cupul of molasses, scant 
measure, a saltspoonful of salt, and one 
fourth of a level teaspoonful of mixed 
spice, and from one-half to one cupful 
of raisins Stir oceasionally at first and 
bake in a very moderate oven for nearly 
one hour.

The appropriation of $10,000 instead 
of $20,000 for iustalling waters meters 
in the city, will give an opportunity to 
experiment, and if a metered system 
proves popular it can be extended. 
Undoubtedly there are 500 of the 5,100 
services where meters should be applied. 
The Commissioner of Public Works 
tells the Patriot tbat he knows of water 
takers who allow their lawn hose to run 
all day and all night. Such services 
should be metered promptly; also all 
manafactories, boarding houses, club 
houses, greenhouses, hotels, laundries, 
shops, restaurants, stables, car barns, 
bakeries and new connections. 

A general system of metered services 
for houses is another thing, and of 
doubtful expediency, particularly if the 
installation of meters entails an annual 
cost in excess of the amount saved. 
The Metrop litan assessments have in- 
creased of la’'e because the commission 
has in eleven years expended $31,044, - 
214.23 for constraction. The system is 
practically complete now, the amount 
of loans authorized being $40,000,000. 
Next year the maximum assessments 
should be reached acd no material re- 
duction can be expected until the bonds 
mature in 1935 to 1945. 

The number of water services in 
Quincy have increased rapidly in late 
years and also the receipts, aod both 
would continue to increase without the 
installation of meters. In 1900 Quincy 
had 4,307 services aud water receipts 
of $61,975.01. In 1905 it bad 5,307 ser- 
vicesand water receipts of $14,839.- 
05. A-similar percentage of increase 
from 105 tv 1910 would place the re- 
ceipts above the water expense which 
in 1905 was $112,047 50. 

The annual report of the Metropolitan 
Water and Sewerage Board for Jan. 1, 
1906, issued from the press last week, 
has much of interest. Relative to con- 
sumption there is on page 123 a table 
giving the consumption by cities both 
1904 and 1105, and the daily average per 
capita, Contrary to expectation the 
decrease per capita does not come in 
the metered cities but is wholly in 
Stoneham, Chelsea, Everett and Somer- 
ville. Milton and Swampscott had the 
same consumption per capita. In 12 of 
the IS cities there was an increase per 
capita, aud the largest increase was in 
Watertown, which is a metered town, 
In the district as a whole, one gallon 
more per capita was used daily than in 
1904,

It was with some surprise that the 
Councilmen lor zest in service should 
have stated ic the City Council this 
week that the water takers are paying 
all the water expenses and that the city 
was getting all its water free. The 
facts are that the Metropolitan water 
assessment has always been paid by di- 
rect taxation, and that itis largely in 
excess of all water used by the city, 
both by the fire department, tbe street 
department, the sewer department, 
for the street sprinkling, and for pub- 
lic buildings, etc. 

locluded in the tax levy of 1905 was 
the Metropolitan water assessment of 
$55,832.50; in ‘904 the sum of $34,- 
034.24; in 1903 the sum of $30,237.42 
for Metropolitan assessment, and also 
the maturing water debt of $34,500.00, 


a total of $64,737.42 that year. Previ- 
us to 1904 the maturing water debt 
and Metropolitan assessment were 


always included in the levy. 

It was estimated by the superinten- 
dent of the water department a few 
months ago that the city was using 
about $15,000 worth of water annually. 
While no bills are rendered for this, it 
is nevertbeless a fact that the taxpayers 
of the city are paying more than $15,- 
000 fo. this water. 

Should te city be called upon to pay 
water bills to the amount of $15,000, 
that sum would have to be included in 
the amount which can be raised for 
current city expenses under the $12 per 
$1,000 limit, and it would be necessary 
to reduce appropriations of other de- 
partments to that extent, which would 
be difficult. 

The time is near at hand when the 
water rates can be reduced, because tho 
water receipts are now within $158,000.- 
00 of the water expenditures, which in- 
clude four items—maintenance, interest, 
maturing debt and Metropolitan assess- 
ment. 

Because of the growth of the city, 
the water receipts have increased faster 
than the Metroplitan assessments which 
have been such a bugbear of late. In 
1895 there was no Metropolitan assess- 
ment for water and the water receipts 
were $45,480.67 for the year, which was 
$22,364.33 less than the expenditures. 
In 1905 the receipts bad jumped to 
$94,839.05, and were only $17,208.45 
under the expenditures, which now 
include the new item of $35,832.50 for 
Metropolitan assessment. 

At the same time it costs Quincy less 
for water maintenance ; the sum of $41,- 
500.00 being required in 1895 for pump- 
ing station, care of reservoir, mains, 
office expenses, etc., while in 1905 but 
$11,000.00 was appropriated for mainte- 
nance. New loans for water extensions 
have been liberal, but the water debt 
of the city has been reduced $31,000.00 
in ten years, being $725,000.00 on Jan. 
1, 1896, and $694,000.00 on Jan. 1, 
1906. 

The Metropolitan water system has 
been an expensive undertaking, but 
now that the assessments have neatly 
reached the maximum Quincy has noth- 
ing to fear in the way of a water bur- 
den or excessive water rates. Reduc- 
tions will be possible,

For the Patriot. 
Letter from the State House. 


Boston, May 23, 1906. 


At the time of writing it looks more 
than ever as if the bribery investigation 
might be fruitful, after all. Up till 
yesterday it appeared as if nothing 
would come of it other than the raising 
of a cloud of suspicion and tbe failure 
of Lawson to get much advertising out 
of it. But with the statement of Rep- 
resentative Mock of Boston, right in 
line with that of Representative Leon- 
ard of Springfield, the situation has 
changed greatly. If two representatives 
agree upon testimony of the same gen- 
eral character, though neither of them 
had a witness, there will be established 
at least a plausible case for investiga- 
tion by the grand jury. Before the end 
of the week something tangible ought 
to be the outcome, Yet it is to be re- 
membered thatin 1892, when Messrs. 
Morse of Holden and Simonds of Barre 
gave testimony which resulted in the 
suspension of Horace K. Osborne, the 
lobbyist, for three years from his privi- 
lege of service in the state house, that 
the grand jury which had the facts put 
before it failed to find any indictment. 
This was the wonder of the lawyers 
who were familiar with the case and it 
made some of them believe that perhaps 
the grand jury needed investigation 
fully as much as the legislature or the 
lobby. In the case now ending, ao in- 
teresting coincidence is that the mem- 
ber who is concerned in the Leonard 
story also sits quite near Mr. Mock, 
whose new evidence is the feature of 
the week. A queer feature of Mock’s 
statement is that he was moved to break 
his silence by the contemptuous talk 
about Lawson and Raymond which was 
current among the members of the 
House. As he believed that they were 
honest and rendering the public m&teri- 
al service, he came to their rescue from 
the bands of defamers by giving this 
testimony to show that there is actual 
corruption in the state house. 

It is not creditable that the Senate 
persists so in its association with the 
lobby, even the disreputable lobby. 
This week there was read in the Senate 
a quotation calling attention to the 
presence of the lobby on the tloor by 
invitation from the senators until it 
has come about that entrance is nearly 
as free as to the members themselves. 
Yet the bill to regulate the lobby which 
passed the House was killed by the 
Senate by an overwhelming vote and 
President Dana defended the action by 
taking the floor and saying that it was 
useless to regulate these matters by law, 
and that the only way to secure freedom 
from the lobby was to elect honest men 
to the legislature. Doubtless this is 
true, but the public sees the Senate al- 
ways subservient to the corporations 
which hire the lobby; it sees these sen- 


whelming majority the House bill to 
revise the law against corrupt practices 
in elections. There bas been a recon- 
sideration and an effort will be made to 
save something from the wreck. The 
House was strongly for the bill ona 
rollcall, but it was 
pretty nesrly tied. Politicians hate the 
restraint of publicity and hunesty. 

One of the hottest and most protract- 
ed contests of the session bas been over 
the bill for the taxation of college prop- 
erty which is used for productive pur- 
poses, not strictly educational, 
ception being made of 
The taxation committee gave long hear- 
ings and both sides were extremely 
earnest. The committee was divided 
about in the middle, but there was a 
majority for referring the entire sub- 
ject to the next legislature. 

Everybody but avaricious real estate 
owners will read with regret that, on 
the very last stage in the Senate they 
defeated the bill to regulate the height 
of buildings in cities outside of Boston. 
The purpose was to secure more light 
and air for tbe health of the poor peo- 
ple.. Consumption canpot live in the 
sunlight and fresb air and most filth 
and diseases are conquered more readily 
by openness. Many lives will be saved 
by passing such a bill, but the men 
who want to build to heaven, —perhaps 
they want to get as near as possible,— 
aroused themselves and killed the bill. 

A sharp game was played by the 
liquor lobby in trying to defeat the 
bill to regulate the transportation of 
liquors into no-license cities and towns. 
It is merely a bill to make the law 
what was all along supposed to be the 
law, until a recent decision of the su- 
preme court. The bill went through 
both branches with agreement on the 
main point, but there was a difference 
as to whether street railways should be 
included ip it. The House tock one 
side and the Senate the other, and then 
a conference committee was appointed 
to see if they could agree. The House 
merobers, avxious to save the bill, 
yielded their point, though still insist- 
ing that they were right. Then came 
the work of the lobby to get the House 
tw refuse to accept the report of the 
conference committee, and it was a 
smart debate, befogging the real issue. 
But that failed, and the last desperate 
effort was made in the Senate to kill 
the bill on evactment, but by vote of 26 
yeas to 12 nays, the Sesator enacted the

Keith of Brockton, and the Haverhill 
shoe manufacturers are leading the 
fight against him. It is a struggle of 
wealth against wealth and the Senate is 
the scene of the conflict. The fight 
was started last year by Representative 
Crossman of Berlin and the feeling 
against the machinery monopoly has 
lost nothing of bitterness by the lapse 
oftime. It cannot be told yet how the 
contest will come out.

The third fire was Wednesday, an 
alarm from Box 26 being pulled by 
Officer Crooker at 6.07. This brought 
the apparatus from the Central, Wollas- 
ton and Quincy Point stations. 

When the department arrived the 
smoke was coming through the roof. 
The department went at the fire in a 
systematic way and no more water than 
was necessary was used. The damage 
therefore will not be heavy. 

The fire started near the toilet room 
ion the first floor evidently in a barrel 
of rubbish. It is thought that some 
one in the building the night before 
threw a cigar stub into the barrel and 
that the fire had been smouldering all 
bight. 

From the barrel the fire worked its 
way upward to the roof. It was fonght 
from the inside and by a line of hose 
that had been carried to the roof from 
the outside. It was necessary to rip off 
clapboards and shingles to get at the 
fire, which did not burn through. 

The upper floor or hall is occupied 
by the Eagles. The damages there was 
‘largely by water and smoke but will 


not be heavy. 

While the fire was in progress there 
was a loud explosion in the dental office 
of Dr. Morstin. After the fire it was 
seen that the explosion had been in 
| the doctor’s reception room. The plas- 
tering on the ceiliog bad been torn off 
and scattered all over the room. There 
was no damage done however ino his 
operating room. It is thought that the 
explosion was due to hot air confined 
in the room above. 

Two lines of hose were laid from the 
hydrant near Fellows’ clothing store. 
This blocked the street car tracks and 
passengers were obliged to change cars. 

The department were quick in re- 
sponding and half an hoar after the 
alarm the fire was out and the recall 
sounded, 

The loss will be only a few hundred 
dollars and is fully covered by insur- 
ance.

Sheppard vs. Bryant. 


| In view of the very general interest to 
| the community of the outcome of the 
! slander suit of Joel F. Sheppard & Sons 
| vs. Charles M. Bryant, we printin full 
the decision of the Supreme Judicial 
court given out a few days ago. The 
points decided are interesting and the 
opinion clearly sets forth the grounds 
vpon which a witness is protected in 
giving testimony before a legislative 
committee as weil as in a court of law. 
The court indirectly pays Mr. Bryant a 
compliment when they say that they 
have examined all of his testimony 
carefully and were struck with the 
strictness which with the witness, in 
response to such general questions as 
was asked him, kept within the general 
scope of the inquiry.

Floating Hospital. 


There is regret in Quincy that the 
founders of the Floating Hospital, 
Rufus B. Tobey of Wollaston, and his 
popular assistant, Joho R. Anderson, 
have resigned, after many years of ex- 
ceptional ability. 

Mr. Tobey gives up hs active connec- 
tion with the bospital, as the growth 
of the work, in addition to his other 
duties, would entail too much upon 
him. A new active salaried manager, 
G. Loring Briggs, has been added to 
the force, but even with this help the 
pressure of the work was more than Mr. 
Tobey felt he could undertake. 

Mr. Anderson, who has been in the 
work for 11 years, will assist Mr. Tobey 
in the Memorial Trust, whose charities 
Mr. Tobey has dispensed for a number 
of years. Mr. Tobey is also connected 
with a number of other charities. His 
office is now 45 Milk street. He was the 
founder of the Floating Hospital. 

The trustees of the hospital give out 
the following statement: 

‘*The trustees of the Boston Floating 
Hospital have concluded, after careful 
consideration, to discontinue the sys- 
tem of raising funds for the hospital 
through a paid agent employed espec- 
ially for this purpose, excepting in such 
special cases as may be found necessary. 

“Mr. Jolin R. Anderson who has 
faithfully served the hospital for many 
years, principally in this capacity, has 
tendered his resignation as assistant 
manager of the hospital to take effect 
July 1, and owing to the change of 
system referred to above, tbe office of 
assistant manager will be discontinued. 

‘*The value of this deserving charity 
has now become so widely known that 
the trustees confidently hope that gen- 
erous support will be forthcoming from 
maby more contributors than ever be- 
fore, in order that the new buat, which 
will cost fully equipped about $100,000, 
and which will accommodate nearly 
twice as many patients as the old one, 
may be paid for and used this summer 
to its fullest capacity.’’ 


Dg Again it is suggested—from the 
city whose name it colloquially bears— 
that the ‘New Haven’’ Railroad should 
formally adopt that designation in place 
of the awkward title now in use. Yet 
why should the management favor a 
name far more restrictive and uprepre- 
sentative than the unsatisfactory ‘‘New 
York, New Haven & Hartford’?

Thus the Erie road bas 
a designation that is not‘geograpbical, 
but merely traditional and popular, and 
there is probably no more confusion 
caused by it than there is by the cum- 
bersome name of the ‘‘ Delaware, Lack- 
awanna «& Western,’’ which road is 
essentially parallels and the title of 
which is abbreviated in common usage 
to the ‘‘Lackawanna."' — Providence

Extravagances of Our Cities. 


The situation in Cambridge is much 
the same as in most cities, and Quincy 
is no exception. A special committee 
of the Good Government League has re- 
ported at length relative to Cambridge 
finances, 

“To sum up the results of this in- 
vestigation,’’ says the report, ‘‘the 
bonded indebtedness of the city is al- 
ready too large and bids fair to be 
much larger in the future. Current 
expenses are also tov large; in fact, 
they now exhaust the entire fund whicb 
may be lawfully applied to current ex- 
penses; and the rate of taxation is too 
great, also. It is impossible fur the 
city tocontinue at its present rate of 
expenditure for any length of time un- 
der existing conditions, and within the 
next few years it must adopt one of the 
three following courses: 

‘‘A. Increase valuations. 

‘*B. Procure the passage of a legis- 
lative act increasing the proportion of 
the tax levy which may lawfully be ap- 
plied to current expenses; or 

““C. Adopta policy of the most rigid 
economy. 

**As to course A, we believe there is 
no body of our citizens rasb enough to 
suggest 4s a remedy an increase in valu- 
ations in view of the universal com- 
plaintof the already excessive valuation 
placed upon rea) estate. 

“As to B, the result of removing 
the $12 per $1000 limitation for current 
expenses would be to give the City 
Councila free rein to spend what it 
pleases and to raise the necessary funds 
through the tax levy. This would in- 
evitably lead to an increase in ths rate 
of taxation, already too high, and is in- 
advisable for that reason, if for no 
other, 


‘The ouly course open, then, is the 
course of economy. This is possible 
and practicable, but it can only be ac- 
complished by electing to the City 
Council men pledged to economy, who 
willcut out all unnecessary expendi- 
ture, scrutinize with the greatest care 
any increase in bonded indebtedness, 
and see tu it that the tax rate is re- 
duced a fraction each year until it has 
reached a more reason ible basis.”’

Bridge Assessment. 


Quincy’s asSéssment ‘for 
bridge over Fore river between 
Quincy and Weymouth will not be 
kuown for some weeks yet, but progress 
is being made.

act reads: 

Section 1. The county commissioners 
of Norfolk county are authorized to pay 
the compensation and expenses of the 
commissioners appointed under chapter 
four hundred and fifty-six of the Acts 
of the year nineteen hundred to an 
amount not exceeding five thousand 
dollars, to be approved hereafter by a 
justice of the superior court, after pub- 
lic notice and public hearing, and 
charge the same to expense and con- 
struction of the bridge provided for by 
said act, although said amount shall 
make the total expense of said bridge 
more than the sum originally author- 
ized in said act; and said amount so 
approved and paid shall be apportioned 
in the manner provided in the original 
act. :

‘Gentlemen Under ‘‘An act to 
provide for the registration of carriers 
of intoxicating liquors to or in cities or 
towns which do not grant licenses of 
the first five classes,’ which was ap- 


proved by His Excellency Governor 
Guild, May 25, 1906, you are to give 


and issue one or more permits for the 
transportation of intoxicating liquors. 

‘“*We accordingly transmit to you 
herewith statements giving the record 
of the Quincy cases which were brought 
before the conrt for violation of the 
liquor laws in 1905 and 1906. We have 
indicated those whom we understaud 
are in the express business. 

‘*The inteut of the law ts clearly that 
the permits sball only be given to those 
worthy of them, and those who have 
violated the liquor laws and bave been 
convicted of such violation, either this 
year or last year, are certainly unworthy 
of being granted such a permit. 

‘*We feel that this matter is one of 
very great importance to our city, and 
we trust that great care will be ex- 
ercised in granting these permits,

A public hearing was held at 7.45 
o'clock on the petition of the Electric 
Light Co., for a location for poles on 
Edison Park. Mr. Sewell appeared in 
favor and no one against. The hearing 
closed and the order was recommitted. 

The Committee on Public Buildings 
reported to the Council on the order to 
procure plans for a school building in 
Ward Six, with estimated cost of the 
same. ‘The committee sent in plans 
made by Hurd & Gore the cost of which 
was estimated to be $62,000 without an 
assembly hall and $66,000 with an as- 
sembly hall. , 

The Committee also reported a substi- 
tute order for order 92 of 1905, which 
was for $60,000 for a school building in 
Ward Six. The substitute order calls 
for $66,000 for building a school build- 
ing in Ward Six by plans of Hurd & 
Gore, 

Councilman Sawyer stated that the 
first plans had two entrances on front 
and a ball. These were approved by the 
School Committee. 

The Public Buildings committee 
then had the plans changed so as to 
eliminate the hall aud one entrarce in 
front. Those plans bad been sent to 
the School Committee, who did not 
object to eliminating one entrance, but 
opposed dropping the hall and refused 
to approve.

Another Ballot Necessary. 


An official canvass of the vote taken

If he 
is in the state and can be found, he will 
be compelled to attead. But he cannot 
be extradited. 

One of the conundrums before the 
legislature at this minute is whether 
the big steam and electric transporta- 
tion interests have maie a combination 
to put through the merger bill, or are 
willing to let it go over to next year, 
taking the interurban bill with it, or 
whether they will finally fight each 
other, the steam road the 
interurban bill and com- 
panies supporting it. If and 
electricity are to compete for transpor- 
tation, then, by all the gods of the 
transportation world, the steam com- 
panies will fight the electric companies. 
But if both are to unite for the mutual 
purpose of bleeding the public, then 
they will do all they can for the passage 
of the merger bill this year so they can 
begin the process as soon as possible. 
The discouraging feature of the situa- 
tion is that the initiative seems to 
come from the side of the corporations. 
The people do not say: *‘What shall we 
do with the big corporations? But 
the anxious inquiry seems to be: 
‘““What will the big corporations do 
with us 2’ This is because lack of co- 
operations and initiative oo the part of 
the people, while the corporations are 
always organized and always alert for 
their interests against the public wel- 
fare. The transportation committee of 
the Massachusetts state board of trade 
has taken action, but that is only one 
body and it needs active support by the 
public spirited senators and representa- 
tives if the opposition is to amount to 
much, There can be little doubt that 
the consolidation of the electric and 
steam transportation interests will in- 
crease powerfully the tendency toward 
public regulation or ownership of pub- 
lic monopolies. If the corporations get 
what they want now, they mast take it 
knowing that the people will demand 
an accounting of .them aud perhaps will 
take away their property. 

Without any opposition the branches 
are in favor of the bill for the esta blish- 
ment of a permanent industrial com- 
mission to have oversight of 
schools in different cities and towns 
for the promotion of the industrial 
development of the children of the 
state. It is proposed that the 
state shall pay a part of the 
expense and so a steady policy be 
pursued which shall keep Massachu- 
setts at the head of the industrial pro- 
cession. This bill is one result of the 
investigation by the special commission 
of last year of which President Carroll 
D. Wright of Clark college was chair- 
man, and it is expected to do for 
Massachusetts what is being done for 
Germany by the industrial and technical 
schools of that country. It is based in 
part upon the feeling that the public 
instruction should be of more practical 
consequence in preparing children for 
productiveness in actual life.

There are plenty of things that pass for 
terrapin among the uninitiated, There 
is a Pennsylvania terrapin that can be 
had by the ton. Harvey knew all the 
tricks, but when he told you he would 
you terrapin got diamond 
and you paid for it.

Unions Interested. 


A case of interest to Jabor unions was 
heard before Judge Avery in 
the district court Thorsday when 
John J. Rogan, walking delegate 
for the Granite Cutters Uniou was 
given a haaring on a complaint of John 
M. McDonnell for imtimidating his 
workmen. 

The trouble arose over McDonnell's 
employment of an apprentice in the 
blacksmith shop. The evidence showed 
that Rogan had visited the yard, and in 
conversation with McDonnell told him 
if the firm did not let the apprentice 
go the men would be called out. 

The tirm refused to discharge the ap- 
prentice, who was a brother of the pro- 
prietor, and the men went out. 

The defendanot’s claim was it the 
firm had entered into an agreement with 
the Cutters’ Union as to the number of 
apprentices that could be employed, 

The defendant further claimed that 
McDonnell had more apprentices than 
allowed, His counsel claimed that as 
McDonnell had voluntarily entered into 
the aggreement and broken that there 
was no intimidation of the workmen. 

It was further shown that Rogan had 
been instructed by the grievance com- 
mittee of the union to inform the men 
that the yard was ‘‘unfair."’ 

Counsel claimed that the men there 
had the choice of standing by the union 
and leaving work, or remaining at 
work. They voluntarily chose to stop 
work. 

At the conclusion of the arguments 
the court continued the case for judg- 
ment until June 23

The trial trip of the new passenger 


steamer South Shore built by the Fore 
| River Shipbuilding Company for the 


Nantasket line took place 
Monday. 
The 


steamer having on board the 


Cleverley and after passing 
Iiull gut she was headed for the South 
Shore by her Commander, Captain Wal- 
ter L. Rathburn. She ran down the 
coast far as Duxbury and thence 
back to Nantasket, where she tied up. 
She proved to be a very staunch boat, 
developing speed under natural draft of

expensive steamer built for this line, 
costing fully equipped $160,000.

The memorial service of Mt. Wollas- 
jton lodge, I. O. O. F., and George L.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, June 20, 1906. 

Members of the legislature are be- 
ginning to doubt whether they will be 
| prorogued this week. Yet there is very 
little hard work done. It is impossible 
to manage business near the end so as 
to utilize the time and the waste 
carries the days along rapidly. The 
best managers have never been able to 
make everything run with the desired 
economy of time. 

Today it is the bribery report which 
delays business. After the twg-hours’ 
debate of yesterday, resulting, as it 
should and as the House voted unan- 
imously, in the vute that all of the 
testimony which the accused members 
or the investigating committee wanted 
printed should be printed, they ad- 


1898. | journed to today. 


Right ou top of the bribery scandal 
comes the news that Mr. Tarr of Rock- 
°! port has been shown in court to be 
>| euilty of forgery and that he has ad- 
mitted the offense, the plea being made 
that be has restored the money and done 
what he could to right the wrong. But 
he sent his resignation to the House 
this forenoon and the House accepted it 
immediately, upon motion of Mr. 
Lowell of Newton, chairman of the 
judiciary committee, without a words 
being said. If the member was a dis- 
grace to the House, why not expel him 
rather than let him resign? Mr. Lowell 
says, ‘‘To avoid a fuss.”’ 

‘The House is full of interest, not to 
Say excitement, over the matter, It 
was the plan of the committee on rules, 
acting under the advice of Attorney 
General Malone, not to have any of the 
testimony printed, but to have the sub- 
stance of it presented to the House by a 
member,—Mr. Lowell of Newton was 
Selected,—and then to have the House 
vote without any opportunity to read 
the testimony for itself. But the pro- 
tests made by Messrs. Mellen of Wor- 
cester and Lomasney of Boston, demo- 
crats, backed up by Mr. Phillips of 
Salem, republican, made the committee 
weaken, and Speaker Cole himself, who 
was on the floor to take charge of the 
report,—Mr. Potter of Worcester being 
in the chair, moved to postpone the 
matter and that so much of the report 
be printed as was desired either by 
Messrs. Gethro or Swig or by the com- 
mittee on rules. 

Such an incident asthe speaker on 
the tloor for regular business has prob- 
ably not been seen before, for the com- 
mittee on roles is a modern institution 
and the speaker is chairman by 
of his office, and this is the first case 
of the kind which has occurred since 
the committee was created. 

At the time of writing it seems as if 
Gethro must expecting that the 
Itouse would refuse to expel him, for 
he has said that an offer has been made 
to him from the committee on rules 
that he accept a suspension of a few 
days, but that he has refused the offer. 
It must be added that tothe average 
member such an offer must seem pre- 
posterous and not to be credited. 

Thus far there is no partisanship in 
the case, though the two speakers in 
the lead fur Gethro have been demo- 
he isa democrat. The two 
democrats oo the committee have signed 
the report and there were no party lines 
drawn in the contest over the bucket 
sbop bill, which was the basis of the 
seandal There is prejudice against 
the secret session and almost any com- 
plications are possible before the end is 
reached, 

The House has reversed the record of 
the Senate strongly in favor of putting 
all the transportation of the state under 
one combination by voting by 152 to 41 
to refer to the next legislature the 
merger bill which the Senate passed. 
This vote of the House doubtless repre- 
sents the sentiment of the state. The 
power of the corporations seems not to 
have been exercised in the House as it 
was in the Senate and the opinion was 
free upon the merits of the case. 

Senator Kyle of Plymouth has 
rendered real service to the mill workers 
by procuring the doing of something 
which has never been done before. 
There has been a conference committee 
report on the labor has

been put on the bill to permit truant 
officers to enter factories to see if 
truapts were working there, a rider 


whose purpose was to save partof the 
overtime bill which bad been killed in 
the Senate. It forbade the working of 
children overtime. ‘This report, one of 
disagreement, had been accepted and 


the matter seemed to be dead for the 
session. 
Senator Kyle bad the matter brought 


again before the Sonate. He urged the 
Senate to yield its position for the sake 
of the minors, and persuaded them to 
come to his opinion. Then the Senate 
concurred with the House and the pro- 
vision thus become part of the law of 
the state, 

It came very hard for some of the 
members of the House, especially Mr. 
Mellen of Worchester, to tolerate the 
billto exempt State bonds from taxa- 
tion. He and others fought the bill 
to the very last. Even on the enact- 
ment stage in House and Senate the 
opposition was continued, But it 
failed in each brancb, and the bill will 
doubtless become law. State Treasurer 
Chapin out that the state will 
make a saving of $500,000 in the 39 
years that the new bonds of $3,000,000 
will have to run, in consequence of the 
higher price which they will bring be- 
cause they are exempt from taxation. 
Thus the exemption will operate to 
reduce the taxes. This anomaly is 
what has puzzled the opponents of the 
bill. But they base their opposition, 
in part, also upon our theory of taxa- 
tion, which is that all paper evidences 
of property are really property. It will 
be interesting to watch the operation 
of this law and see how it effects pub- 
lic opinion. 

The Senate is against the bill fora 
$10,000 appropriaticn fora free home 
for consumptatives in Boston. One 
curious consequence of that vote 
was that some senators who were much 
interested for the home, when they 
found that it was really dead and that 
reconsideration failed, turned around 
in their attitude toward the Brockton 
veterans’ bounties and voted them down 
also. Before they bad been recorded 
in favor. “ Thus men sometimes vote 
from pique or retaliation, rather than 
on the merits of the propusition. 

This afternoon the House ways and 
means committee, with the dissent of 
Messrs. Mellen of Worcester and Toland 
of Boston, reported against the Scho- 
field veterans’ ‘‘reward’’ bill. But it is 
to be expected that the House will de- 
feat the committee and concur with the 
Senate, which also defeated the com- 
mittee on the same proposition.

A Fine Plant. 


Although the new power station of| 


Quincy Electric Light & Power Co, has 
been in operation for some months it 
was not until witbina few days that the 
plant was fully completed. The com- 
pletion of the plant was accomplished | 
by the installation of a 1000 horse pow- 
er direct connecting engioe and an S00 
Kilowatt generator. 

The plant of the company is situated 
on what is known as Bracketts wharf 
and is a modern one in every particular. 
Situated at the water's edge the enor- 
mous amount of cval necessary to feed 
the boilers is landed within a few feet 
of the furnace doors. Every pound of 
coal must be weighed before it enters 
the boilers and the ashes are also 
weighed so that it is known just how 
much energy is obtained. 

With the installation of the new en- 
gine noted above the company can bow 
be said to have one of the most modern 
and up-to-date electric light plants in 
existence. There is almost no limit to 
the amount of current it cau supply and 
there is now no fear of poor lights on 
account of inability to generate sufli- 
cient current. 

No expense has been spared in the 
installation of the plant and nothing 
has been omitted that would add to its 
efliciency. Previous to the pew install- 
ation of the engine above noted the 
generating machinery consisted of two 
engines, one of 500 borse power, coo- 
necting with a 200 kilowatt generator, 
and one 240 horse power, connecting 
with a 150 kilowatt generator. It will 
therefor be seen that the capacity of 
the plant has been more than doubled. 

in order to control this enormous 
amount of invisibls energy it is neces- 
sary to have switchboards and the like, 
which to the uninitiated are somewhat 
puzzling, Oae of the most modern of 
these switcuboards has been erected 
from which the current supplied for the 
commecial and municipal lighting sys- 
tems of the city is easily controlled, 

It is possible in the shortest space of 
time imaginable to shut off the current 
from any section of the city or to turn 
it on to any section so that at all times 
the powerful invisible currept is in 
perfect control of the engineer at the 
power station, some of whom are on 
duty every bour of the day and night. 

In order that the city officials and 
members of the city council might see 
the fully equipped plant in operation, 
an invitation was extended to them to 
visit it after the Council meeting Tues- 
day evening. All of the Councilmen 
present at the meeting accepted the 
invitation and in addition a large 
number of officials including Mayor 
Thompson. 

After the City Council had adjourned 
carriages were in waiting to take them 
to the power station, At the station 
they were welcomed by 
Pattee, Treasurer Faxon and the board 
of directors of the company who divided 
the party into groups aud escorted 
them through the plant, explaining the 
uses of the different machines. 

Few had any idea of the extensiveness 
of the plant, and the visit proved an in- 
teresting one for all, as well as to show 
the citizens that the company was now 
prepared to meet any demands that 
might be made upon it for current for 
lighting or mechanical purposes. 

A lunch was served in one of the 
rooms by TT. D. Cook & Co, of Boston, 
including salads and rolls, sherbets and 
ices, after which carriages took the 
party back to their several sections of 
the city.

Biscuit. One pint of flour, two tea-| 
baking powder, one-balf | 
teaspoonful salt, one tablespoonful ; 
shortening, rubbed into the flour, two- 
thirds cup milk or water, mix as soft 


as can be handled, roll, cut and bake. 


Stuffed Eggs. Take hard-boiled eggs; 
shell them and cut in half; take out 


the yolks and mix with bread crumbs 
soaked in milk, adding chopped capers 
and minced sardines, a little oil, vine- 
gar, pepper and salt; fill the whites 
with the mixture. 


Frozen Pudding. One quart milk, 
one heaped tablespoonful arrowroot, 
two cups sugar, one-half level teaspoon- 
ful salt, 3 cups cream, four eggs, 
whites, one tablespoonful vanilla, one- 
half pound French fruit, two ounces 
pistachio nuts. Color and flavor to 
taste. 


Snow Pyramids. Beat to a stiff froth 
the whites of half a dozen eggs, add a 
small teacupful of currant jelly, and 
whip all together again. Fill as many 
saucers half full of cream as you have 
guests, dropping inthe centre of each 
saucer a tablespoonful of the beaten 
eggs and jelly in the shape of a pyra- 
mid, A very pretty as well as a very 
appetizing dish.

public. Plenty people are ready to be- 
lieve the insinuations of Lawsop, and 
the observer at the state house accepts 
it as fact that there is much corruption 
which never gets unearthed. But Law- 
son had no facts this time, by his own 
admission. When he wasa witness, a 
few years ago, in the gas fight with 
Henry M. Whitney, though he was full 
of bombast and insinuation, he did not 
give the committee a solitary fact to 
prove his insinuations or charges out- 
side of the state house, but was much 
discredited. 

Simon Swig, the Russian Jew who is 
a representative from Taunton, whom 
the committee recommended should be 
censured for conflicting statements, 
got off with a material mitigation of 
the sentence. This is due, in part, to 
the fact that the committee themselves 
yielded to the pressure from the floor 
of the House. Mr. Luce of Somerville, 
particularly, made a special plea for 
him. 

At first sight the governor seemed to 
have everything on his side in his im- 
pulsive anti-merger message to the 
legislature, calling them, with all the 
strength that was in him, as he put it, 
to do something to stop the throttling 
of competition in the western part of 
the state and to save the people from 
the disgrace of having their transporta- 
tion in the hands of foreiguers --mean- 
ing by foreigaers, the psopls of other 
states. 

But the appearance of President Mel- 
len of the Consolidated railroad, of his 
counsel, of Henry M. Whitney and such 
masters of the transportation and busi- 
ness situation, soon proved that there 
were two sides to the case and that if 
it is proposed to prevent people of 
other states from holding stock of 
Massachusetts corporations, what is to 
be said of the policy of forbidding 
Massachusetts citizens to hold stocks 
in the corporations of any other state. 
Considering the hundreds of millions of 
such stock and bonds now so held by. 
the people of this state, the proposi- 
tiou is at once seen to be a most serioug 
one. 

Other arguments showed a radical 
modification of the case from the .way 
it was first presented. Already the 
state has control so that the corpora- 
tions cannot prevent competition,—as 
was seen when the Boston elevated was 
unable to prevent the Boston and Wor- 
cester from gaining entrance to Boston. 

For 25 years the policy of the state 
has been, and now is, to permit no 
competition between public service 
corporations where duplication would 
mean increased public charge upon the 
public, but to have a monopoly 
guaranteed and regulated by the state.

This change pro- | 
vides that the rate of increase of sal- 
aries of teachers shall be $50 a year. for 
satisfactory service-until the maximum 
is reached, instead of .$25,- except mas- 
ters and sub- ~masters and assistants at 
the High school, The increase of these 
teachers will be $100 a year, instead of 
$50 until the maximum is reached.

The ‘Patriot has been notified 


by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion that President Roosevelt has 
awarded medals of honor to two loco- 
motive engineers, who performed deeds 
of heroism entitling them to recogni- 
tion under the act of Congress approved 
February 23, 1905, which provides for 
the bestowal of bronze medals of honor 
upon persons who, by extreme daring, 
endanger their own lives in saving or 
endeavoring to save, lives from any 
wreck, disaster or grave accident, or in 
preventing or endeavoring to prevent 
such wreck, disaster, or grave accident, 
upoo any railroad within the United 
States engaged in interstate commerce, 

The recipients of the medals are Mr, 
Charles W. Haight of Utica, New York, 
an engineer on the D. L. & W. RR, 
and Mr. George H. Williams of Brain- 
tree, Mass., an engineeron the N. Y. 
N. H. & H.R. R. Mr. Haight climbed 
outon the pilot of his engine and picked 
a little child from between the rails 
while his train was running ata good 
speed, at West Winfield, N. Y., on 
April 26, 1905, 

Mr. Williams dashed in front of an 
approaching train for tbe ‘purpose of 
saving Mrs. H. H. Hill from being ran 
over, on Saville St. crossing of the N. 
Y.N. H. & H.R. R. at Quincy, on 
December 21, 1005. He was struck by 
the engine of the approaching train and 
sustained injuries which sent him to 
the hospital and kept him away from 
duty for nearly four months. 

Only one medal has heretofore been 
awarded under this law; and it will 
still be some time before Messrs, Haight 
and Williams receive their medals, as 
the dies from which the medal is struck 
are not yet completed. They are being 
made by the engraver at the Mint in 
Philadelphia, from a design made by 
Mr. Adolph Weidman, a New York 
sculptor.

Grammar School Graduation. 


The graduation exercises of the gram- 
mar schools were held yesterday after- 
noon and were as fullof interest as in 
other years. There was a large attend- 
ance at the exercises, the number only 
being limited by the seating capacity of 
the hall. Asin other years the march- 
ing of the graduates and the music was 
a pleasing feature. As the classes came 
in by schools to the music of the piano 
and drum it gave an inspiring effect and 
had one closed his eyes it would not 
have been a very great stretch of imag- 
ination to have thought they were lis- 
tening to the triumphant march of a 
victorious army. 

It was an army, but a peaceful one, 
Each schvol carried aloft its banner 
and on the breast of each of the four 
hundred pupils was a bow of their 
school colors. Slowly and with meas- 
ured tread they came in and took their 
alloted places without a mistake, al- 
though the march had not been prac- 
ticed until that morning. 

Then came the opening chorus, ‘‘ List! 
The Trumpet’s Thrilling souod.’’ The 
voices of the graduates blended beauti- 
fully and showed the careful training 
they had received. The music was a 
rare treat, and taken with able and 
interesting address the afternoon was 
one of profit to those fortunate enough 
to have been present. 

The decorations of the hall were con- 
fined to roses. A large bank of these 
had been arranged back of the platform 
and in each window a bouquet of the 
same flowers. 

As a whole it was one of the best 
graduations that has been held for 
several years, and the pity is thata 
large enough hall could not have been 
secured so that all who desired might 
have attended and enjoyed the exercises. 

The music of the afternoon was under 
the direction of E, Landis Snyder, and 
the pianists were Ernest L. Mehaffey 
and Joho D. Gourlie of the class of 1908 
of the High school. The drummer, 
Osborne P. Stearns was of the class of 
1907 of the High school. 

After the speaking exercises diplomas 
were presented to the graduates by the 
chairman of the several sub-committees, 
The closing number was a salute to the 
flag and the singing of America, The 
salute was given with an earnestness 
that showed that the words came from 
the heart, and it sent a thrill through 
the hearers such as nothing else could 
do. 

The introductory remarks were made 
by Supt. Parlin and were confined to 
statistics of the graduating classes. He 
said that of the total number, 174 were 
boys and 222 girls, The number of 
certificates issued were 375, or 24 less 
than in 1905. Of the graduates, 95 per 
cent intended to continue their studies, 
284 had signified their intention of en- 
tering the High school, 55 to enter the 
Woodward, 17 were going to work, and 
the balance were to attend the various 
schools throughout the state. Of the 
total number, 27 completed the elemen- 
tary course in seven years, 182 in eight 
years, 137 in nine years, 48 in ten years 
and 2 in eleven years; the average time 
was eight years and eight months, or 
four months longer than the classes of 
1905. The youngest graduate was 12 
years and 1 month, and the oldest 18 
years and 1 month, ‘The oldest was 5 
months older than the oldest in 1905, 
and the! youngest 5 months younger 
than the youngest in 1905. Tbe average 
age was 14 years and 1 month. 

Of the graduates, 44 were between 12 
and 13 years, 166 between 13 and 14, 
130 between 14 and 15, 46 between 15 
and 16, 16 between 16 and 17, and 4 over 
17. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Meyer Bloomfield of the Civil Service 
House, Boston. Mr. Bloomfield proved 
to be a very entertaining speaker al- 
though he spoke but little over fifteen 
minutes. In opening he said that he 
would rather have missed the most 
gorgeous military parade thar to have 
missed the music and the splendid 
march in of the graduates. 

He said that America does not do 
justice to itself when it talks of its 
miles of railroad. The real wealth of 
the country, our greatest success, lies 
in the product of our American school 
system. The music you have rendered 
is a tribute to your teacher, and to your 
fathers and mothers, because you owe 
it to them that you come here, The 
price of your diploma is not merely the 
eight years of labor, but to listen to 
advice of a prophet, yet I am not a 
prophet. 

What bas your eight years profited if 
you prove yourself as not having the 


dutiful sense of responsibility? It is 
not so much the hard work you do but 


tho way you thrust yourself into the 
work, If you have caught the spirit of 


the school, every piece of work will 
have your best efforts. The children of 


his neighborhood, the speaker said, 
have none of theadvantages youhave, yet 
they have the advantage of having to 
struggle and work to achieve anything. 
Auybody can make up their minds to 
this. He had no fear about their future 
or about his hearers, because they are 
of the pablic school. 

He hoped in the future they would 
see the importance of being througbly 
American in their spirit, and thought- 
ful of other people. Never look down 
on a person, Meet people on the level, 
and look up to them, Cultivate the 
company of your superiors, 

There was one thing about America 
that impressed the Russians. It was 
this. In Russia they have compulsory 
military service, and in America com- 
pulsory school service. 

In closing, the speaker sail ‘‘when 
you go out from here go to your parents, 
grip them by the hand, in a way that 
shall say that you understand what they 
have done for you, and you will have 
filled out one page of the great history 
of peace. ”* 

The last speaker was Dr. H. C. Hal- 
lowell, chairmau of the School Com- 
mittee, who brought the greetings of 
the board. He said that when he was a 
boy they bad what was called hoodlums 
who would look up and say, ‘‘Don’t 
you feel proud’’. Well, we did feel 
proud. He did not doubt bat what the 
graduates felt proud. He did not blame 
them, You were never better dressed, 
never looked prettier, and you see your 
name in print for the first time. The 
city bas expended $200 for each one 
of you. A sociologist has said that 
the average graduate of fourteen years 
has a potential value of $200. 

Dr. Hallowell then briefly referred to 
the rules for the Art of living as laid 
down by Mr. Cummings at the Wood- 
ward exercises, and closed by urging 
upon the graduates that they weara 
smile on their faces and a flower in 
their hearts.

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Household Beceipts. 


Rhubarb Sherbet. This makes a re- 
freshing drink for a hot day. Wash a 
dozen stalks of rhubarb, then cut up 
and boil in three pints of water for ten 
minutes. Put into a large jug or pitcher 
a cup of sugar and the thinly pared 
rind of two Jemons. Strain the liquor 
from the rhubarb over the sugar and 
lemon, stand away on the ice or cellar 
bottom for two or three hours, and 
serve. More sugarand a little nutmeg 
may be added if desired. 


Drain off the syrup 
from a jar of white cherries. Line a 
mold with the drained cherries. Soak 
one rounded tablespoonful of granulated 
gelatine in one-quarter cup of the fruit 
jaice, and when soft, dissolve in half a 
cup of hot juice, add sugar to taste. 
Chill one pint of thin cream and whip 
it with a churn. Place the pan in ice 
water, Stir the gelatine mixture into 
the whipped cream folding it in 
gradually and when nearly stiff pour it 
into the mold.
